The beſt Manier of Breeding. 

Ye are not to breed in Fenny, Mooriſh Paſtures, nor in Lands tos 

Fertile,nor tooBarren,theGoldenNumber is the beſt temper,yet to 
incline a little to hardneſs, is better then much rankneſs, the one breeds 
Health and the other Diſeaſes. Let the ſituation be a little hilly, and 
in ſome places ſtony and rocky, for they are very good for Colts to pla 
on, and helpeth their / Yin, and knitteth their Joynts, and hardenet 
and maketh tough their Moofs ; and no matter how rough and uncer- 
tain it is, for it will make them the more {ure footed. As much ground 
«s will keep a Milch-Cow,will keep a Milch- are. 


Change of Grounds. 

You are to have three ſorts of Grounds, one to Foal in, another to 
Summer in, and a third to YYinter in. The firſt to be without unger; 
the ſecond not to be without ſhelter of Buſhes, or under Wood-,to 
defend them from Storms and Tempeſts z and the third is to have good 
Hovels, Sheds, Barnes, or Back:ſtables,wherein may be ſtored Winter- 
Proviſion. You are likewiſe to Accommodate your Grounds with Pr- 
titions, to put cach Cattel by themſelves, as your young and old, raſe 
or _— Mares by themſelves,your Y Yeanlings by themſelves, your 
Fillies by themſelves, and yeur ſtoned Colts by themiclves, or elle your

I'ſhall adyiſc ,you that you chooſe the beſt and ableſt, xþ 
higheſt ſpirited, the faireſt coloured, and the fineſt ſhaped, whether i 
be Neapolitan, Turl;,, Spaniard, Barbary, Engliſh, Datch, Polande 
French or German, and that you would inforn your ſelf of all Naty 
ral defetts in the Stallion (for it is impoſſible to find out abſolute pe: 
fection) and to amend-them in the Aſare, and what is amits inthe Afar 
to ſee it Repaired in the Horſe. 


The Are of Stallions and Mares. 


A Stallion ought not to be younger 'th&i'forrr years when he Cove 
reth a Mare, _ he will beget Colrs from that Age to twenty. An: 
a Mare may bring ſorth from three years old to thirtecn, when ſhe i 
four years ſhewill nourifh her Col: beſt, but after ſhe is ten years fl 
is not good,for commonly an old Afare-Colt will be heavy in Labour.

You are to/take her into the Houſe about fix weeks before ſhe is 
Covered,and feed her well with'goadHay and Oarts,well ſifted, to the 
end ſhe may have Strength and Seed to perform the Office of Genera- 
tion.But if you would have her certainly Conceive,then take blood from 
both ſides of her Neck, and let her bleed nigh a quart of either vein, 
which you muſt do. five or. fix dayes before you have her Covered ; If 
youdelire to have a Hor/e-Calt of your Mare, then let her be Covered 
when one of the firſt Maſculine Signes do reign, which are cither A4- 
ries, T aurns, Gemini, Carer, or Leo. But ifthe be Covered when any 
ofthe Feminine Signs be Predominate, as Virgo, Libr, Scorpir, Sags- 
tarins, C apricorvns, Aquarins or Piſees, then be confident it Will be a 
Meare, for it is ſo certaio, that it f:1Jom or never fails, eſpecially if the 
Wand be either Weſt or North, but Weſt is beft.

The Manner of Covering her. 


You are to bring her out into ſome broadPlace,and tic her to a Poſt, 
then bring out ſome Stone Jade to dally with her, to provoke her to 
appetite, then let the Stallion be led out by two men, and let him leap 
her, and let him do it in the Morning faſting, and when the .Horle is 
A—— throw a Pale full of cold water upon her Shape, which 
by reaſon of the coldneſs will make her ſhrink in, and truſs up her 
Body, and will make her retain her Seed the better, then take away 
the Stallion, and let her be put out of the hearing of the Horſe, andlet 
her neither eat nor drink in four or five houres after, and give her a 
Maſh and white water. If ſhe ſtands to her Covering, youmay know 
it by this, if ſhe keeps a good Stomach, and does not Neigh at the ſight 
of a Horle, or if ſhe does not Piſs often, or open and ſhut her Shape 
often, or that if her Belly, four days after her Covering, be 
more gant, and her bair more ſlick and cloſe to her skin, &c. 


| How many Mares for one Hor ſe. 
If you Cover abroad, one Horſe will ſerve twelve Mares, if you ex- 
my no other ſervice from him; but if you keep him in the Stable where 
e hath extraordinary keeping, he will ſerve fifteen. 


How to Order a Mare after Covering to her Foaling. 


Keep her with the ſame Diet as before Covering, for three weeks or 
a Month after, leſt the Seed be empaired betore it be formed in the 
Womb; and let herbe kept ſweet and clean without any Exerciſe, du- 
ring three weeks or a Month, and to keep her in the Houle till mid- 
May, and not to turn her out before mid-May, and with her Feet well 
pare, and a thin pair of Shooes upon them, and take her ws the 
atter end of Seprember, if not be:ore, and keep her to the of her 
Foaling, and lether be looſe in the Stable with good ſtore of ſtraw with 
— that ſo the Foal may fa the foſter, for a Maredoes uſually Foal 

ing. 


How to belp her if ſhe cannot Foal. 


If ſhe cannot Foal, hold her Noſtrils ſg that ſhe cannot take her wind; 
orif that will not do, take the quantity of a Wallnut of Madder, and 
| diſſolve 
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difolve it ina pint of old Ale, and being warm give it the Mare, if 
both fail, take the help of ſome underſtanding Ferrier. If ſhe cannor 
avoid her Secundine, then boyl two or three handfuls of Fennel iti run- 
ning water, and take half a pint of it with as much Sack, or for want 
thereof,a pint of ſtrong Beer or Ale,with a fourth part of Sallet-oyle, 
mix them together, and give it het Luke-warm into her Noſtrils, and 
hold them cloſe for a good ſpace, or,for want thereof, give her good 
pes Wheat, or Rye (but Rye is the beſt) and they are as effetuil. Let 
_ her Clean, for that is very unwholelom and will dry up her 
111K, 
To order her after Foaling. 


When ſhe hath Foaled, and licked her Foal, Milk and ftroak her be- 
fore the Colt doth luck, which will both cauſe her to bring down her 
Milk, but make it to multiply, and keep it that it doth not clod; which 
may cauſe h:r to become dry, which if there be caute, boyl as much 
Milk as you can get from her,with the leaves of Lavender, or Spike, and 
bath the Udder with it wari till it be broken,and the knobs anJ knots 
diſſolved. Let her water after Foalinz be white water, which is 
Bran put into her water, and give ber {weet Maes; and a Month 
after her Foaling give her a Maſh, and put-into it ſome BRrimftone or 
Saviz, which will be a great Preſervation to the Colr. And then if ſhe 
be moderately aka. at Plough, or Harrow, the Mare and Colt will 
be the better, provided ſhe be kept from Raw-meats, while ſhe re- 
maineth in the Stable, which wilt both increaſe her Milk, an4 cauſe her 
Colt to thrive the better. And that you tuffer-not- the Colt toluck 
when ſhe is hot, leſt thereby you Sureit the Colt, 


H ow long Foals are to run with their Dams.. 


Let them run with their Dams a full year at leaſt, but if they 
be choyce Foals, then two years, for the loſs of the ule of 
the Mare will beno loſs, in compariſon of the benefit you will receive 
by the Foal ; but if you want Accommodations Wean at ſeven months,

The Time of Foaling, as I have faid before I would have in December 
or January, which moſt hold to be a very improper time, the Weathe: 
being cold, and but little Graſs, which of Neceſſity ſhe muſt be Houl 
ed, and fed with hard Meat, which will dry up her Milk, and ſo ſtarvi 
the Foal: But to ſatisfie this Scruple,and to tell you, That Experienc: 
is the beſt Maſter, for certainly the winter ſeaſon muſt needs be the bef 
both for the Mare and Foal, being kept in a warm houſe;and as for he! 
Milk, ſhe will have great plenty, being fed well, and that more nou 
riſhing then that got at Graſs, which will make him more luſty, and 0 
greater Boneand Stature, and cleaner Limb'd, and more neatly Joynt 
e1 and Hooi'd, and in better liking then that Colt Foaled in May 0 
Tune, orany of the hotter Months, for though Grafs doth yield grea 
plenty of Milk, yet it is not to nouriſhing, becauſe it is very thin anc 
watery, therefore it will not yield {o ſubſtantial Nourifhment as thi 
Winter-food, if it be good, for though the quantity of Milk is not f 
great, vetit is of greater goodneſs; And beſides,the pinching Cold 
Rains and Floods in Winter, will ſo Nip the poor Colt, and enfeebl 
the Mare in fuch deſperate manner, that the'wanting her former pl 
of Food and dry Lodging, her Milk will decay when the Colt hat 
moſt ne:d of it, by which means they muſt needs--both fall into ex 
tream Poverty; Andover and above all this, by his Running abroa' 
with the Mare, he becometh fo ſavage and wild, that if any Infirmir 
{2ize upon him his own unrulinets being fo great, the Cure may be ver 


diſficulr, for infinite are the Number that hath periſhed in this kind. 


When Mares are fit totaly Horſe,

{weat upon change of Weather, which begetteth damps, and cauſeth 
Rheums In Horſes. There ought not to be nigh it any unfavoury Gut- 
ter nor Sink, no Jakes, Hog-ſty or Hen-Rouſt to annoy. it: The Rack 
ought-to be pliced neither too high nor too low, and fo well Placed 
that the Hay-duſt fall not into his Neck, Manenor Face. The Manger 
ought to be 0; anindifferent height, made deep, and of one entire 
Picce, as well for ſtrength as convemency. Let the Floor be Pitched 
and not Plank«<d, and let there be no Mud or Lome-wall near it, for he 
will eit it, which will cauſe him to be fick, for Lome and Lime arc ſuf- 
focating things, and they will infett and putrifie the blood, and endanger 
his Lungs, and ſpoil his V Vind; Neither let any dung lie nigh his hee!s, 
for that will. breed Cib'd and fcabby heels. 


Paving of Stables is better then Planked Stables for theſe Reaſons, 
Firſt, they are much more durable and laſting. : 
Secondly, they areleſs charges by much. 
Thirdly, for him to ſtand continually upon a Pitched Floor, it em- 

bold neth his fect and treading the more. 
Fourthly, it is the woſt excellent thing that may be for Colts, who 
are 
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are unſhod, for it hardeneth their Hoofs, fo that by cuſtom they will 


be as bold to go upon ſtones, rocky and hard ways, as Horles that are 
ſhodz neither will it ſuffer the Hoofs to grow abroad in the manner of 
an Oyſter, beſides, the uſe thereof will make their Hoofs more tough, 
durable and hollow, infomuch that when they come to be {hod, they 
will carry their Shooes much longer. 


To ſhew you the Inconveniencies of 4 Planked Floor. 

Firſt, it is more ſlippery, out of which reaſon a mettd Horte may \e 
endangered, to be lamed or ſpoiled by ſome ſudden flip, which a Pitch- 
cd Stable isnot ſo ſubject to. 

Secondl y, the Planks oftentimes ſhrinking, if the Horſe be high Met- 
tFd and be fubje&t to Curvet, he may break a Plank, and 10 Plunging 
may cahily ſpoil 6r break his Leg. 

Thirdly, when you put forth your Horſe to Graſs in the Summer;,the 
Sun will ſo dry the Planks, that they will warp and looſen the Pins,and 
make them give way, that ſo when Horſes thit have gone tor ſome 
Months before, not being handled, become wild and unruly, that when 
they come into the Stable, and feel the Planks to give way under them, 
will fall to Flinging and Leaping. till they have diſlocated the Planks, 
and not only both endanger bimlet? but his Fellows alſo. 

Fourthly, whereas you may imagine a Planked Stable warmer then 
a Payed one, I know the contrary, for your Pitched Floors have no 
Vaults or Channels under them, like as your Planked ones have, to car- 
ry away the water that the Horſes make, by which means the Horle li- 
eth over adamwpiſh, moiſt Vault; and beſides, the evil favour of the 
Horſe-pifs will be ever in their Noſe, which is very unwholefom and 
noiſom, and many times the cauſe of many infirmities; neither can 
it be ſo warmas the other for chiaks and holes, which are made by the 
—_— through the Planks, (which muſt always be kept open to let 
forth the Urine). to:give way to the cold wind which cometh from 
thence, which cannot but be very unwholeſom. Therefore Ido affirm, 
that if your Groom do Litter up horſa well, ſo that he may lie ſoft and 
warm, he will proſper better = the upon aPlanked Floor, provided it 


be laid even, not higher before then behind, more then will carry the 
water to his hinder-feet,where there ought to be a ſmall Gutter to car- 
ry it away, for by railing your Floor too much, his hinder Legs will 
ſwell, and ſo he will become lame, by reaſon he bears too much weight 
on his hinder parts. Wk 


of 
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Of the Care in the Choyce of a Groom. 

Aſter you have bred Colts according to my Inſtructions, and that 
they prove to your mind, then the next care you ought to haye, is of 
Grooms, which ought to be very cxpert in their Faculties, which con- 
ſiſteth their making or marringfor you cannot ſay that a Colt three or 
four years oX| can bea perfect Horſe, till he come to be handled and 
made fit for his Maſters Riding, which is to be made gentle, Shod,. 
Backed, Broken, Ridden, V Vayed, Mouthed, and in brief brought to 
- his utmoſtperſeaion. His Rider therefore muſt be an Expert an] 
able Horſe-manyin4 his Keeper every way as ſufficient, otherwiſe what 
De ects you find in your Horle, are not to be attributed to him, but et- 
ther to his Rider, or to his Groom z thereſore let your care be thay 
they be both ſufficient. 


How a Rider ought to be qualified: 


If you deſire your Co'ts to come to their utmolt perettion, then let 
_ Rider be one, who is cried up to be an Experienc'd Horſe-man; 
1e muſt not be of Ii e diſſvlute or debaucht, nor of Nature harſh, furi- 
ous,cholerick, or hair-brain'd,for the leaſt of either of theſe Vicesare 
very unſecmly in a Perſon of this profeſſion, he muſt be Maſter over his 
paltions,for he that isnot, cannot make a good Horſe-man. And it is not 
nuch to be won/ered at, if a Horſe (all into Imperfections or Vices, for 
theſe his evil conditions and faults are not ſo much to be imputed to the 
Horſe, but to the Teacher, for he is not a good Horſe-man that doth 
not bring his Horle to perfe&ion, by ſweet and gentle means, rather 
then by Correction and feyere Chaſtiſements: yet not but. that [| allow 
of Corre#tion, and that it is as neceſſary as Meat, if it do not exceed 
the limitcd bounds of Moderation, and that it bedone at the very in- 
ſtant when he offendeth, and does juſtly merit the ſame, or elſc he will 
not know the cauſe why he is Chaſtiſed, fo on the other ſide, when he 
doth well, let him be Cheriſhed and made much of, which will encou- 

rage him to go forward in well-doing. 


Wh.t manner of Perſon a Groom ought to be, 
The Groom muſt he a man that muſt truly love his Horſe, and 10 


ſhape is courſe torvards him, as that the Horſe may love and dote 
upon 
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upon him; for the Horſe is the moſt lovingeſt Creature to Man of all bs 


other bruit Creatures, and none more Obedicat to him, Wherefore 
if he be mildly dealt withal, he will be alſo reciprocal; but it he de 
harſh and Cholerick,the Horſe will be put by his Patience, and become 


Rebellious, and fall to biting and ſtriking 3 For the old Proverb is, Pa Sabante ja 
rience once wronged, will turn into Fury. He muſt continually toy,dally. fob 


and play with him, be always talking and ſpeaking pleaſing words unto 
hin:z homuſt lead him abroad in the Sun-ſhing, and then rnn, ſcope 
and ſhew him all the delight you can; he muſt duely Curry, Comb 
and Dreſs him, wipe duſt, pick and cleanſe him, feed, pamper and che- 
riſh him, and be always doing ſomewliat about him, cither about his 
heels, or taking up his feet, or rapping him upon the Soles, And he 
muſt keep him fo well drelsd that he may almoſt ſee his face upon his 
Coat ; he muſt keep his Feet ſtopped and daily Anointed, his heels free 
from Scratches and other Soranices, and to have ſo vigilant an eyeupon 
him, to overlee all his Attions, as well feeding asdrinking, that ſo na 
inyard infirmity may ſeize upon him, but that he may be able to diſ- 
coher it, and being diſcovered may ſeek for to Cure it. 


To Saddle and Bridle a Colt, | 

When your Horſe is made gentle, take a ſweet Watering Trench, 
waſh'd and anointed with Honey and Salt, put it into his Mouth, and 
ſoplace it, that it may hang about his Tuſh ; then offer him the Saddle, 
but with that carefulne; that you donot affright him therewith, tut- 
fering him to ſmell atit, to be rubbed with it,. and then to feel itzthen 
inthe end to Fix it on,and Girt it faſt, andat what part and motion he 
ſeems moſt coy, with that make him moſt familiar; then being thus 
Sadled and Bridled lead him forth to water, then m_y him in, and 
after he hath ſtood a little Reined upon the Trench, an hour or more, 
take away the Bridle and Saddle, and let him go to his meat till the 
Evening, then lead him forth as before, and when he is ſet uv gently, 
take off his Saddle and dreſs him, and cloath him up for all Night. 
The way to makehim endure the Saddle the better, is by m-king it 


familiarunto him, by clapping the Saddle wO_ hand as it ſtands 


upon his back, to ſhake it and yay upon it, todangle the Stirtuy» wy 
his Sides, and to rub them on his Sides, and make much of him, and b& 
familiar with all things about him, as eng the Croopcr, laſtning 
and looſening the Girts, or taking up aud 

rops. 
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Of Mouthing. 


When he will Trot with the Saddle obediently,then you ſhall waſh a 
trench of a full Mouth, and put it into his Mouth, and throw the Reins 
over the fore-part of the Saddle, ſo that the Horſe may have a full feel. 
ing of it; then put on a Martingal, and you ſhall buckle it at ſuch 
length, that he may no more then feel it when he jerketh up his Head, 
chen take a broad piece of Leather, and put it about the Horſes Neck, 
and make the two ends of it faſt by platting , or otherwiſe at the Wi- 
thers and mid-part before his Weiland, about two handfuls below the 
Throple, betwixt the Leather and his Neck, let the Martingal paſs, fo 
that whenat any time he ſhall offer to duck or throw down his Head, 
the Cayezan being placed upon the tender Grifſſle of his Noſe,may cor- 
red and puniſh him, which will make him bring down his Head, and 
faſhion him to an abſolute Rein. Then trot him abroad, and if you 
find the Reins or Martingal grow ſlack, ſtraiten them, for where there 
is no feeling there is no Vertue.. | 


Of Backing. 


Whenyou have Exerciſed your Horſe thus, divers Mornings, Noons, 
or Evenings, and find him Obedient, then take him into ſome Ploughed 
Ground (the lighter the better) and after you have made him trot a 
good Pace about you inyour hand, and thereby taken from him all his 
waritonneſs, look and ſee whether your tackling be firin and good, and 
every thing in his true and due place, you may then (having one to ſtay 
his Head and govern the Chaſing Rein) take his Back, yet not ſuddenly, 
but by degrees, and with divers heavings, and half-raiſings, which if he 
endure patiently, then ſettle your ſelf ;, but if he ſhrink or diſlike, then 
forbear to mount, and chaſe him about again, and then offer to mount, 
and do thus till he be willing to receive you. Then wheu you are ſetled 
and have receiy'd yourStirreps andCheriſht him,put yourTocs forward, 
and he that ſtays his Head,let him lead him forward half a dozen Paces, 
then Cheriſh him; then lead him a little further and Cheriſh him, and 
ſhake and move your {elf in the Saddle, then let him ſtay his Head, and 
rem« ve his hand a little from the Cavezan, and as you thruſt forwards 
your Toes, let him move him forward with his Rein, till you have 
made the Horſeapprehend your own Motion of Body and Foot, ne 
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muſt go equally together, and with Spirit alſo) ſo that he will go for- 


ward without the other Aſſiſtance, and ſtay upon the reſtraint of your 
own hand, then Cheriſh him, and give him Graſs and Bread to eat, a- 
light from his Back, then mount and unmount twice or thrice together, 
ever mixing them with Cheriſhings. Thus Exerciſe him till you haye 
made him perfe@t in going forward,and ſtanding ſtill at your pleaſure. 


Helps at firft Backing. 


When this is effeed,you may lay by thelongRein,& theBand about 
the Neck, and only uſe the Trenches and Cavezan, and the Martingal, 
and let a Groom lead the way before you on another Horſe, wa, g9 
only treight forward, and ſtand ſtill when you pleaſe, which will ſoon 
be oQted, by trotting him after another Horſe, and bring him home 
ſomtimes after the Horſe,ſomtimes equally with him, and fomtimes be- 
fore, ſo that he may fix upon no certainty, but your own pleaſure z 
And beſure to have regard to the well carriage of his Neck and Head, 
and as the Martingal ſlackeneth fo to ſtraighten it. - 


What Leſſons for what Horſe. 


When this work is finiſhed, then Teach your Horſe theſe Leſſons: 


As if he be for Hunting, Running, Travel, Hackney, or the like, then 
the chiefeſt things you are to apply your ſelf to,are to preſerve a good 
Mouth, to Trot freely and comly, to Amble ſurely and eaſily, to Gallop 


ſtrongly and ſwiftly,to Obey the hand in ſtopping gently, and Retyring . 


willingly, and to turn on the other hand readily and nimbly. But if 
you intend him for the great Saddle, or the uſe of the Wars, then al- 
though the Leſſons be the ſame, yet they are to be done in a more 
pundtual manner. So that if any Horſe can be brought to the beſt, 
the eaſier muſt needs follow with little induſtry. And it is a Rule in 
Horſeman-ſhip, that no Lefſon which belong to the Warscan be hurt- 
ful, or do injury to any Horſe whatſoever, that is kept for any other 
purpoſe. Whence it cometh, that any Horſe for the Wars may be 
trained for a Runner, or Hunter, at pleaſure; but every Runner, or 
Hunter,will not ſerve the Wars z and every Horſe-man that canmak« a 
Horſe for the Wars, may be a Jocky when he pleaſes; but no Jocky 
(that 1 know) can make a Horſe for the Wars. Therefore 1 will run 
1 middle way, and ſute my Lefſons to both purpoſes.

The Office of the Kider,&c, 


Helps and Correflions. 


Beſore you Teachyour Horſe any Leſſons, you muſt know there are 
ſeven helps to advantage him in his Leffons, to puniſh him for faults 
Fotten in his Leſſons. And they be the Voyce, the Rod, the Bitor 
Snaffle, the C:lves of the Legs,the Stirrop, Spur, and the Ground. 


Voce, 
The Voice is an helpwhen it is feet and accompanied with Cheriſh- 
ings, and it is a Correction when it is rough or terrible, and accompa-. 
nicd with ſtrokes or threatcnings, 


Rod. 
The Rod is an help iv the ſhaking, and a Correction in the ſtriking: 


| Bit or Snaffie, 

The Bit is an help inits ſweetneſs, the Snaffie in its ſmoothnefs, and. 

they are Correttions, the one in its hardneſs, the other in its roughneſs, 
ang both in flatneſs and ſquarencfs, 


Calves of the Legs. 

Are helps when you lay them to the Horſes ſides gently, and Cor- 
reftions when you ſtrike them hard, becauſe they give warning that 
the Spurs follow. 

Stirrop and Stirrop- Leathers. . 

Are Correttions, when you ftrike it againſt the hinder part of the 
Shoulder, and they are helps whenyou thruſt them forwardin a quick 
Motion. 

Spur. 

[sa help when it is gently delivercd in any Motion that asks quick: 
nels and agility, whether on the ground, or above the ground, and a. 
Correttion when it is ſtricken hard in the ſides, pon any ſloth, or any 
fault committed. 

The Ground. , 

The Ground is an help when it is plain and ſmooth, and not painful 

to tread upon; and it is a Corre&tion when it is rough, deep and un- 


even, forthe Amendment of any Vice conceived. 
of 
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Of large Rings. 


When your Horſe will receive you to and from his Back gently, 
Trot forward willingly, and ſtand ſtil! obediently, Then intending 
him for the Wars, or »ther purpoſe, (for theſe Leſſons ferve all oc- 
caſions, Jyou ſhall in ſome gravelly or ſandy place, wh.:© his ſoo: ſteps 
may be difcerncd, labour him within the large Ring, that is, at lcatt 
fifty Paces in Compalsz And having rrod itabout three or four times 
on the righ: hand, reſt and cheriſh; then _— Hand again, and 
doasmuch on the left Hand,*hen reſt and cherifh;andChange theHand 
again, and do as much on the right Hand, ever obſerving upon every 
ſtop to make him retire and go back a ſtep or two 

Thus labour him, ti!] he will Tro: his Ring on which Hand you 
pleaſe, changing within the Ring in the manner of a Roman S, and to 
do it readily and willingly ; Then teach him to Gal'op them as he did 
Trot them,and that alſo withtrue Footing, lofty Carriage & braveRein, 
ever obſerving when he Gallops to the right hand, to lead with hislefe 
fore-foot, and when he Gallops to the left hand, to lead with the 
right fore-foot, 

Objeit. Now here is to be cleared a Paradox held by many of our 
Horſemen, which is, That the Exerciſe of the Ring is not good for Rune 
ning Horſes, becauſe tt raiſeth np his fore. fect, and make him Gallop Pain« 
fully, and ſo an hindrance unto y 

Anſw. But if they conſider that this habit, (if it betaken) is ſoon 
broken, either by the Hor1c-mans hand or diſcretion, who hath power 
to make him move as he pleaſeth, Or if they will truly look into 
the benefit of the Ring it (-lf, they ſhall finde it is the only means to 
bring an Horſe to thetrue ule of his fect, and the nimble carriage of 
they inall advantages. For every Ruiner of horſes will allow, that 
for an horſe (in lis courſe) to lead with his rightfoot, is moſt proper, 
and when at aay time he breaks or alter- it, itmuſt be diladvan- 
tage, b-caulr, (not well acquaintcd tolead with the other) he can- 
not handle i! 'onimbly. Now at his firſt Backing, bythe uſe of his 
Ring and Change of Hands, he wili b:come fo expert and cunning 
with both, that whacfoever miſchance ſhall alter his ſtroke, yet 
_ his ſpeed aud nimblenels keep one and the fame. good- 
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Of Stopping. | 

When you come to the place of ſtop, or would ſtop, by a ſudden 
drawing inof your Bridle-hand, ſomewhat hard and fharp, make 
him ſtop cloſe, firm and ſtreight in an even Line: and if he erre in any 
thing, put him toit again, and leave not till you have made him uns 
derſtand his error, and amend it. 

; Advancing. : 

Now if you do Accompany this ſtop with an Advancement a little 
from the ground, it will be more gatant, and may be done by laying 
theCalves of your Legs to his ſides,and ſhaking your Rod over him as 
he ſtops. 

If it chance at firſt he underſtand you not, yet by continuance and 
labouring him therein, he will ſoon attain unto it, eſpecially, if you 
forget not to cheriſh him when he givesthe leaſt ſhew to apprehend you, 


Retiring, 

After Stoping and Advancing, mate. him Retire, as before ſhewed. 
And this Motion of Retiring, you muſt both Cheriſh and Encreaſe, 
making it ſo familiar with him, that no Lefſon may be more perfe& , 
ncither muſt he retire in a confuſed manner, but with a brave Rein, a 
conſtant Head, and a dire& Line : neither muft he draw or (Weep hig 
Legs one after another, but take them clean, nimbly, and loftily, as 
when he Txotted forward. 

Of Bitting. 

When your Horſe is come to perfe&tion in theſe Leſſons, and hath 
his Head firmly lettled, his Reins conſtant, and his Mouth ſweetened, 
you m1y then (if you intend him for the Wars) take away his Trench 
and Martingal, and only ule the Cavezan of four or three pieces, that is 
a Joynt or no Joynt in the midſt, and to that Joynt a ſtrong Ring, and 
a Joynt of each fide, with Rings before the Joynts, to which you ſhall 
put ſeveral Reins to ule, either at the poſt or otherwiſe. Into his 
Mouth you hall put a ſmooth ſweet Canen- bit, with a French Check 
tuitable to the proportion of the Horſes Neck ; knowing that the long 
Cheek railes up the Head, and the ſhort pulls it down. And with 
thele you [hall Exerciſe the Horle in all the Leſſons before taught, till 
hc b2 perfect in them without either diſorder or amazement, 

Of freight Turns and Turnings. | 
When he is ſettled upon his Bit, then you are to teach him to turn 
reundly and readily inthe ſtraighter Rings; and of thele there are di- 


vers 
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rers kinds, and divers methods to teach them, But I ſhall fix upon 
two manner of ſtraight Turns, as the perfeRion from whence all Turn- 
ings are derived. 

The one is when a Horſe keepeth his hinder Parts inward and cloſe 
tothe Poſt or Center, and ſo cometh about and maketh his Circum- 
ference with his hinder Parts, oppoſing face to face with his Enemy. 


The firſt ſireight Turn; 


You ſhall to the Ring in the mid-part of the Cavezan, fix a long 
Rein of two Fathom or more, and tothe other Rings two other ſhort- 
er Reins; then having Saddled the Horle, and put on his Bit, bring 
him to the poſt, and put the Reins of the Bic over the fore-part of the 
Saddle, Bollters and all, and fix them at a conſtant ſtreightnels on the 
top of the Pomel, ſo that the Horſe may have a feeling both of the Bic 
and Curb, Thenif you will have him tnrnco the right hand, take the 
ſhort Rein on the left ſide of the Cavezan, and bringing it under the 
fore-Bolſter of the Saddle up ts the Pomel, and there fix it at tuch a 
ſtreightneſs, that the horſe may rather look from, then to the poſt on 
the right ſide, Then let ſome Groom or skilful Attendant hold the 
right-ſide Rein of the Cavezan at the poſt, governing the fore-parts of 
his body to come about at large : Then your (clt taking the long Rein 
in:o your hand, and keeping his hinder parts inward, with your Rod 
on his outward Shoulder, and ſometimes on his outward Thigh, make 
him move about the poſt, keeping his inward parts as a Center, and 
making his fore-parts move in a larger Circumference, Thus you 
ſhall Exerciſe him a pretty ſpace on one hand, till he grow to ſome 
PerfeAtneſs ; then Changing the Reins of the Cavezan, make him do 
the like to the other hand, And thus apply him divers Mornings, 
and cheriſhing him in his exerciſe according. to his deſervings, till you 
have brought him to that readineſs, that he will upon the moving of 
your Rod couch his hinder Parts in towards the Poſt, and lapping the 
outward fore-leg over the inward, Trot about the Poſt ſwittly, diſtin&t- 
'Þ and inas ſtrait a Compaſs as you can deſire, or is convenient for 
the motion of the Horſe ; And from Trotting you may bring him to 
Hying and Wheeling about, with that ſwiftaeſs, that both the fore- 
legs riſing and moving together, the hinder Parts may follow inone 
and the ſame inſtant. When you have madehim thus perfe& in your 
band, yeu fhall then mount his Back; and making ſome Luna 
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Groom govern the long Rein, and another the ſhort, by the Motion of 
your hand upon the Bit, and ſoft Rein of the Cavezan, kceping the 
Horſes:Head from the poſt,and by the help of theCalve of yourLeg laid 
on his Side, and your Rod turnedtoward his outward Thighyto keep his 
hinder parts into the poſt, labour and exerciſe him till you have brought 
him to that perfettion which you deſire, Then take away the long 
Rein, and only exerciſe him with the help of the ſhort Rein of the Cz- 
vezan, and no other. After take both theReins of theCavezan into your 
hands, and exerciſe him from the poſt, making him as ready in any 
place where you pleaſe to ride him as he was at the poſt. 


The other ſtreight Turn. 


Now for the other ſtreight flying Turn, which is to keep his Face fixt 
on the poſt as on his Enemy, ahd to move about only with his hinder 
parts, you ſhall take theſame helps of the long Rein, and the ſhort 
Reins of the Cavezan, and govern them, as before ſhewed, only you 
ſhall not give the ſhort Reinto the poſt-ward, ſo much liberty as before, 
but keep his Head cloſer to the poſt, and following his hinder parts 
with the long Rein,by the help of your Rod make him bring his hinder 
parts round about the poſt; andobſerve that as before, he did lap one 
toot over another,{onow he muſt lap the hinderLegs one over another. 
In this Exerciſe, exercife him as the former, then (after a perfeCtnels) 
mount his Back, an1 labour him, as before ſhewed. Then laſtly;leaving 
the poſt and all other helps, only apply him in ſuch open and free places 
aSyou ſhall think convenient, for upon the finiſhing of this work your 
Horſe is made compleat, and can perform all things that can be requi- 
cd either for the Service in the Wars, for the High-way, or any other 
Galloping Pleaſure. 


How to belp anill Rein,and Cure a Run-away Jade. 


1 Many Horſes are fo evil-beholding to Nature,for giving them ſhort 
Necks, .and worlſe ſet-on Heads, and {0 little beholding to Art to amend 
them,which cauſcs many a good Horſe to be leit curcleſs of thoſe two 
grols inſufferable faults, which are either a deformed carriage of the 
Head,like a Pig ona Broach, or elſe a furious running away, pot by 2 
ipoiled mouth, or an cyil habit. 


The 
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The Help. 


If it be a young Horſe at his firſt Riding, then to his Trench) if an 
old, then to his Snaffle,(for I ſpeak not of the Bit) but a pair of Reins, 
halfas long again as any ordinary Reins, and loops to faſten and unfaſten 
at the eye of the Snaffle,as other Reins have. Now when you ſce that 
thc Horle will not yield to your hand,but the more you draw the more 
he thruſts out hisNoſe,or the more violently he runs away;then undo the 
buttons of the Reins from the eye of the Snaffle,and draw them through 

the Eyes,and bring them to the Buckles of the formoſt Girt, and there 
button them faſt: then riding the horſe in that manner, labour him 
with the gentle motions of your hand, coming and going by degrees, 
and ſometimes accompanied with your Spur, to gather up his body, 
and to feel your Command, and in a ſhort time he will bring his Head 
where you will place it, And for pr ph. rg if you draw one Rein, 
you turn him about in deſpite of all Fury; and if you draw both, 
ou break his Chaps, or bring them to his Boſom. In the end, finding 
imtelf not able to reſiſt, he will be willing to obey. 


Another Help for unconſtant Carriage. 


There is another foul error in many horſcs, which theſe Reins alfo 
Cure, as this, When your horſe is either ſo wythie cragg,d (as the Nor- 
thern Man calls it) or fo looſe and unſteady Necked, that which way fo- 
ever youdraw your hand, his Head and Neek will follow it, ſomtimes 
_— againſt your Kuccs, ſomtimes daſhing againſt your Boſom, and 
indeed, generally ſo looſe and uncertain, that a man knows not when he 
hath ſteady hold of himz A Vice wonderful incident to running horſes, 
eſpecially the. Furious ones. In this Caſe you ſhall take thele | 
Reins; and as before you drew them to the Buckles of the Girts, 1o 
now — draw from the Eyes of the Snaffle, betwixt his fore- 
Legs to the Girts, and there faſtent Thus Ride him with a con- 
ſtant hand, firm and ſomwhat hard,CorreQtinghim both with the Spurs 
and Rod, and ſomtimes with hard Twitches in his Mouth when he crrs3 
and with a few weeks labour, his Head will come to a conſtant carriage, 
provided, that you labour him as well upon his Gallop as his Trot, and 
leave him not tall you figd him fully reclaimed.

L will not diſpute the ſeveral Opinions of men in-this — 
wr - ing the keeping of Running Horſes, becaule. they are idle and frivo, 


lous. Only this [ſhall do,clear one Paradox,and that is the limitation 
of time, allowed'for the making ready of a Horle' for a Match or 
Wager.

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As the danger of too early Exerciſe , the offence of Greaſe ſudden 
ly broken, the m— of evil Humours too haſtily, which leads to mor: 
tal ſickneſs; And the moderation, or helping of theſe by a'flow-pro 
ceeding,or bringing of theHorſe into order by degrees and rime,or(as| 
may ſay) by an ignoraut ſufferance. | 

Theſe Reaſons have ſhew of a good ground, for toocarly Exercilc 
is dangerous, but not if free ſrom violence. | | 

To break Greaſe too ſuddenly is an- offence infofferable, for it put 
both I.tmbs and Life it hazard, but not if it be purged away by who 
ſom Scourings. The haſty Rirring up of Humours inthe Body, when 
they ſuperabound, and are generally diſperfed, and not ſettled, canns! 
chooſe but breed ſickneſs; but not where Diſcretion'and Judgment 
vacuateth them in wholefom, ſweet'and moderate Airings. 
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Months forthefirſt, two Months for the f=cond, and as much for the 
laſt It is like the curing of the Gangreen in an old man; better to die 


then to bediſinembred, better lole the prize, then bear the charpe. | 


For 1 appeal to any Noble Judgment, whoſe Purſe hath experienced 
theſe Actions, if ſix Months preparation, and the dependants to it, do 
not devour up a hundred pounds wager. 

Now l allow but of two Months time at any time of the year whatſo- 
ever, for an old Horſe, or an Horſe formerly trained, for | {peak not 
of Colts; ifhe does it not in two Months, he thall not do it in fitteen. 

But reply they, no Scouring is to be allowed, for they are Phyſical; 
they force Nature, and fo hurt Nature; they make Sicknezls, and ſoem- 
pair Health. And that indeed ning is comparable to the length of 
time, becauſe Nature worketh every thing it ſelf, and though the be 
longer, ſhe hath leſs danger. 

I confes that Sibbeſauce Scourings, which are ſtuft with poiſonous 
Ingredients, cannot chooſe but _— forth Infirmity : but wholeſom 
Scourings; that are compoſed of beneficial and nouriſhing Simples, nei- 
ther occaſion Sickneſs, nor any manner of Infirmity, but brings away 
Greaſe and all foulneſs, in that kindly and abundant fort, that one week 
ſhall effe& more then two Months dGilatory and doubtful forbearance- 

I call it dilatory and doubtful, becauſe no man (in this lingerin 
Courſe) can certainly tell which way the Greaſe and other foulneſs wi 
avoid, as whether in hisOrdure (which is the ſafeſt)into Sweat,(which is 
hazardous,)into his Limbs,(which i5 miſchievous) or remainand putrifie 
in his Body,(which is mortally dangerous) fince the Iſſue of any, or all 
theſe fall out according to the ſtrength and eſtate of the Horſes Body, 
and the diligence of the Feeder. And if either the one fail in Power,or 
the other in Care, Farewell horſe for that year. 

All this Envy cannot chooſe but con'eſs; only they haye one broken 
Crutch to ſupport them, which is, they know no Scouring, theretore 
they will: allow of no Scouring. 

Againſt Barbariſin I will not diſpute, only I appeal to Art or Dit- 
cretion,whether Purgations or Sufferance, when Nature i5 offended, be 
the better doers. AYR. 

But they reply by a figure called abſurdity, that what'oever is £iven 
to any Horſe more then bis Natural Foed, and which he will Natu- 
rally, and willingly receive, is both improper and unwholeſowm. To 
this | anſwer, the.natural Food of Man is Bread only, all other things 
(according to the Philoſopher ) are ſuperfluous, and fo to be a- 
voided. F 2 At 
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At this Argument both. Humanity and Divinity laughs. For other 
helps, as Phylick, divers Meats, and divers Means, ordeined for both, 
eyen by the Powerof the Almighty himſelf, tells the contemners here 
of, how grolly they erre- in this fooliſh —_— Nay,allow them a 
little ſhadow of truth, that things moſt natural are moſt benefi- 
cial, then .it muſt follow, that Graſs or Hay, (which is but 
withered Graſs) is moſt natural, and_ſo moſt beneficial. Now 
Gra's is Phyſical, . for in it is contained all manner of Sim- 
ples, of all manner of mixtures, as hot, cold, moiſt, dry, of all quali- 
ties, all quantities. So that whatſoever I give («hich is good) is but 
that which he hath formerly gathered out of his own Nature, only 
with this difference, that what he gathereth'is in a cenf':ſed man- 
ner, clapping contraries together ſo abundantly, that we are not able 
to judge where the Predominant quality lyethz and that which we 
compound is fo governed by Art and Reaſon, that we know how it 
ſhould work, and we expe&t the event, if it be not croſt by ſome grea- 
ter diſaſter, 

But will they bind themſelves to keep the Running Horſe only with 
Graſs or Hay? They know then the end of their Labours will be 
loſs. Nay, they will allow Corn, nay, divers Corns, ſome nouriſhing 
and leoſening, as Oates and Rye ; ſome Aſtringent and Binding, as 
Beans; and ſome Fatning, breeding beth Blood and Spirit, as 
Wheat : nay, they will allow Bread, nay, Bread of divers Compoſt- 
tions, and divers Mixtures, ſame before heat, and ſome after, ſome 
quick of Digeſtion, and ſome flow. And if this be not as Phyſical as 
{(courings a ggodHorſe-man gives,1 repent me that I have ſaid any thing. 

Nay, thele Contemners of {courings will allow an-Egg, and that 
mixt with other Ingredients. And for Butter and Garlick thev will 
uſc it, though it be never {o fulſom; the Reaſon is, becauſe their 
knowledge can ariſe to no higher a ſtair in Phyfick; and Authoriſed 
Ignorance will ever wage Battel with. the beſt Underſtanding : Like 
fooliſh Gallants on Sr, Georges day, who neither having Ability to buy, 
nor Credit to borrowa Gold Chain, ſcorn at them that wear th*mz or 
Martin Marprelate, that not having Learning worthy of a Deacon, 
found no Felicity, but in railing at Divine Fathers. There are ano- 
ther ſort of Feeders, which in a cantrary extream, run beyond theſe 
into miſchicfs, :nd thoſe are they that over-ſcour their Horſes, and are 
neverat peare, but when they are giving of Portions (which they call 
Scourings) ſomtimes without cauſe, always without order, bringing 
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The Office of the Feeder, 


upon an Horſe ſuch intollerable weakneſs, that he is not avle to per- 
form any violent labour. 

From this too little, and too much, I would have our Feeder to ga- 
thera mean ; that is, firſt to look that his Simples be wholeſom: then 
to the occaſion, that he be ſure there is foulneſs: and laſtly,to the 
Eſtate of Body, that he may rather Augment then decreale vigor, to 
ſhall his Work be Proſperous, and his Attions without Controulment. 
Toconclude, two Months | allow for preparation, and according to 
that time have laid my dire&tions. Mine humble ſuit is, out of a fin- 
ccre Opinion to Truth and Juſtice, ſo to allow or diſallow, to refrain 
or imitate.

The ſecond, if he be extream Lean and poor,.cither through over 
Riding, diſorder, or other !nfirmity. 

And the:tbird, if he be in good and well-liking eſtate, having had. 
good uſage and moderate exercile, 

if he bein. the firſt Eſtate of Body, you-ſhall take longer time 
for his Feed, as-two Months at the leaſt : for he will ask much labour 
an airing, great-carefulnels in hearing,and diſcretion in ſcouring, and 
rather a ftri& then liberal hand in feeding; - If he be in the ſecond E- 
ſtate of Body (which is poor) then- take a longer time, and let his Air- 
ings be moderate, - as not before and'4tter Sun, rather to encreaſe Ap- 
=_ then harden Fleſh, and let him have a bountiful hand in feeding, 

ut not ſo-much as to cloy him. .. 

{f he be inthe third Eſtate of Body, which is a mean betwixt the 0- 
ther extreams, then a Month: or fix Weeks, or a Fort-night, or leſs, 
may be time ſufficient to dyet him for his Match. Now as this Eſtate 
apr rb with both the former,ſo it would borrow from them a ſhare 
1 all their orderings, that is, to be neither too carly, nor tbo late in 
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airings, laborious, but not painful heatings, nouriſhing in Scouring, 
and conſtant in a moderate way ot Feeding. 


To have an eye to.the particular Eſtate of a Hor ſes Body, 


Now a< «01 regard theſe general Eſtates of Bodies, fo you muſt have 
an eto certain particular eſtates of Bodies. As if an Horſe be Fat 
and Foul, yet of a free and ſpending Nature, apt quickly to conſune 
and loſe his Fleſh, this horſe muſt not have ſo ſtri& a hand, neither can 
he endure ſo violent exerciſe as he that is of anhardy diſpoſition, and 
will feed and be fat uponall Meats and all Exerciſes. 

Again,ifyour horſe be in extrcamPoyerty,through diſorder and mil: 
uſage, yet is by Nature very hard, and apt both ſoon to recover his 
Fleſh, and long to hold it; then over this horſe, you ſhall by no means 
hold {o hberal a hand, nor forbcar that Exerciſe, which is ofa tender 
Nature, a weak Stomach, and a free Spirit, provided always you have 
regard to his Limbs and the Imperfe&tions ot Lameneſs. 


The firſt Fort-nights feeding of an Horſe for Match, that is, fat, foul, 


or either newly taken from Grafs or Soil, 


If you Match aHorſe that is fat and foul,either by running atGrafs,or 
ſtanding at Soil, or any other means of Reſt, or too high feeding; you 
ſhall (after his Body is emptied, and the Graſs avoided, which will be 
within three or four dayes) for the firſt Fort-night at leaſt, riſe early in 
the Morning before day, or at the ſpring of day according to the time 
of the year; and having put on his Bridle waſht in Beer,"nd tyed him up 
to the Rack, take away his dung and other foulnels of the Stable; then 
dreſs him well as in The Office of the Keeper, When that work is finiſh- 
ed, take a fair large Body-cloth of thick Houſe-Wives Kerfie (if it 
be in Winter,)or of Cotton or other light ſtuff (if it be in Summer, )and 
fol4 it reund about his Body , then- clap on the Saddle, and girt the 
fore-moſt Girt pretty treight,but the other ſomwhat Nlack,andWiſp it 
on each ſide his Heart, that both the Girts may be of equal ſtreight- 
nels. 

Then put before his Breaſt a Breaſt-cloth ſuitable to the Bod: 
cloth, and let it cover both his Shoulders, then take a little Beer into 
vour Mouth, and ſquirt it into rhe Horſes Mouth, . and fodraw him out 
of t':c Stable, and take his Back, Icaving a Groom behind you to trim 
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up the Stable to carry out your dung, and to truſs up the Litter. For, "--— 
you are to underſtand that he is toſtand e__ good ſtore of dry Litter 
both Night and Day, and it muſt be Wheat-ftraw or Oat-ſtraw, for | 
Barley-ſtraw and Rye-ſtraw are very unwholefom and dangerous, the 
one doth Heart-burn, the other cauſeth Scouring. When you are 
© W Mounted, Rack the Horſe a Foot-Pace, (for you muſt neither Amble 
it WW nor Trot; for they both hurtſpeed) at leaſt a mile or two, or more 
'© WW upon ſmooth and found ground, and (as near as youcan) to the ſteepeſt 
"n W Hills you canfinde; there Gallop him gently up thoſe Hills, and rack 
d WW and walk him ſoftly down, that he may cool as much one war, as he 
warmeth another. And when you have thus exerciſed him a pretty 
[ ſpace, and ſeeing the Sun begin to Riſe, or elſe Riſen, rack down cither

When you have uſed 
him a little calmly, put him into a Gallop gently, and exerciſe him 
moderately, as you did before;then walk him a little ſpace,after offer 
r BW him more water; if he drink, then Gallop him again (after calm 
u BW uſagez) ifherefufe, then Gallop him to occaſion thirſt, And thus al- 
e BF wayesgive hit Exerciſe both before'and after water. When he hath 
n drunk tufficient, bring him home gently, without a wet Hair,or any 
c {ſweat abouthim.-, When you come to the Stable Door, provoke him 
P to Piſs if you can, by ſtirring uphis Litter under him, which if he donor 
n a littlecuſtom will make him do it, and it is a wholeſom Attion, both 
- WW for his health and the fect keeping of the Stable. This done, bri 
it F him to theStall, and tic him up to the Rack, and rub him well wit 
d BY wiſps, then looſe his Breaft-cloth;” and rub his Head and Neck with a 
© F dry Cloth, thentake off the Saddle and hang it by, then take his Body. 
t FF cloth and rub himall over with it, eſpecially his Back, where the 
tb Saddle ſtood. Then Cloath him up firſt with a Linnen-ſheet, 
and then over "that a good ſtrong Houſing-Cloth, and above 
\- it his Woollen cloth, which in the Winter it is not amiſs to have 
0 | with ſome Cotton, Fut in the Summer the Kerſic is ſufficient. 
hen theſe are Girt about him, top his Circingle with ſmall wiſps 
very loole, for they will be the ſofter, _ 
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His Feet ſtopped -with Cows dung. 

After he is Cloathed, ſtop his Feet with Cows-dung, then throw into 
the Rack a l.ttle bundle of Hay, hard bound together, and well duſted, 
and let him eat it, ſtanding upon his Bridle. W hen he hath Rood an 
houre vpon his Bridle, take it off, and rub his Head and Neck very 
well with a Rubber of Hempen Cloth, for thisis good to diſſolve all 
groſs and thick humors from the Head; Then atter you have made 
clean the Manger, take a quart of ſweet, dry, old and clean drefs'd. 
Oats, for thoſe that areunſweet breed infirmities; Thoſe that are 
moiſt cauſe ſiveliing in the body, thoſe that are new breed Wormes, 
and they which are half-dre(s'd deceive the Stomach, and bring the 
Horſe to ruine. Though the black Oat is tolerable, yet it makes 
foul dung, and hinder a mans knowledge in the ſtate of his body. This 
.quart.ot Oats you ſhall dreſs in ſuch a Sieve as willlet a light Oat paſs 
thorough it, and if he eat them with a good ſtomach, let him haye an- 


other, and let him rcſttill eleyen of the Clock. Then rub his Head and 
Neck as before, and dreſs him another quart of Oats, then leave him 
till one of the Clock,with he Windows cloſe, for the darker you keep 


him the better, and will cauſe him tolie.down and take his reſt, which 
otherwile he wauld not, therefore you are to Arm the Stable with 
Camaſs, both for darkneſs, warmth, and that the filth may not come 
near him. Thenat one of the Clock uſe him as you did before, and 
give him another quart of Oats in the ſame manner,making of him clean 
by taking away his dung, and give him a little Knob of Hay, and leave 
him till the Evening. At the 9 > awe to the Stable, and havi 
made all things clean,bridle as in the Morninggtake off his Cloaths, =. 
dreſs him as before. Then Cloath, Saddle, bring him forth, and urge 
him to empty; Mount, rack him abroad, but not to the Hills, if you 
can find any other plain ground, and Air him in all points as you did in 
| the Morning. Whenyou have watered and ſpent the Eyening in Air- 
ing, till within night, (for nothing is-more wholeſom and confumeth 
fo'-Inefs, more then early and late Airingsz) Rack him home to the 
Stable-doorx, and.there alight and do as you did in the Morning, both 
- within doors and without, and ſo let him reſttill Nine at Night 3 then 
at Nine come. to him,and rub down hisLegs well withWiſps,andhusFace 
and Neck with-a clean Cloth, . and turning up bis Clogths rub all his 
kinder parts, then give him a quart of Oats in the ſame manner as you 
did betore, and aftcr that a little bundle of Hayz then Toſs up his 
ittery 
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Litter, and make his bed ſoft, and leave him till the next Morning. 
Then the next Morning do every thing to him, without the lcaſt omul- 
fion,as hath formerly been declared,and thus keep him for the firſt Fort- 
night, which will ſo take away his foulneſs, and harden his fleſh, that 
the next Fortnight you may adventure to give him ſome Heats. 
Objea. But to anſwer an Objection, that may be urged touching the 
quantity of Provender which is preſcribed. Being bat 4 quart at 4 
Meal, ſeeing there be many Horſes that will eat a larger Prepartion, ard 
ro ſcant thems to thus luttle, were to ſtarve, or at the beſt to breed weakne[s.

veat, that if he eat this with a good Stomach,you may give hum another, 
leaving the Proportion to the Feeders Dilcretion. 


Four Conſiderations in giving of Heats. 

Firſt, That two Heats in the Week; is a ſufficient proportion for any 
Horſe of what Condition or ſtate of Body. whatſoever. That one 
Heat ſhould eyer be given on that day in the Week, on which he is to 
runkis Match; as thus: Your Match day is a Afonday, your Heating- 
days are then Mondays and Fridays, and the Monday to be ever the 
ſharper Heat, but becauſe it is the day of his Match, and there are 
three days reſt betwixt it and the other Heat. - If theday be Tueſday, 
then the Heating days are Tueſdays and Saturdays ; if Wedneſday, 
then Wedneſdays and Saturdays, by reaſon of the Lords-day, if on 
Thurſdays, then Thar ſdays and Mondays, and {0 of the reſt. 

Youſhall give noHeat(but in caſe of neceſſity)inRain or foul weather, 
but rather to defer houres and change times; tor it isunwholeſom and 
dangerous And therefore in caſe of Showers and uncertain weather, 
you ſhall have for the Horſe a loyned Hood, with loyned Eares, and 
the Nape of the Neck loyned to kecp out Rain, for nothing is more 
dangerous then cold wet falling into. the Ears, and upon the Nape of 
the Neck and Fillets, 

4 And laſtly, obſerve to give the Heats,(the Weather bcing ſcaſon- 
able) as ezrly inthe Morning as you can, that is, by the Spring of day, 
but by no means in the dark, 'for it to the Horſe both unwholefom 
and unpleaſant, tothe man a. great Teſtimony of folly, and to both an 
Aft of danger and precipitation. | 

The ſecond Fort-nights Feeding. 
You ſhall do all things as inthe firſt F - Ia onely before ycu put 
0:1 
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put on his Bridle,give him a Quart of Oats, then bridle him up, and 
dreſs him, as before ſhewed, then Cloath, Saddle, Air, Water, Exer- 
ciſe and bring him home, as before ſhewed, onely you ſhall not put 
Hay into his Rack, but give it him out of your hand,handful after hang. 
ful, and fo leave him on his Bridle for ang hour, then rub him, and after 
other Ceremonies Sitt him a Quart of Oats, and ſet them by, then take 
a Loaf of Bread thatis three days old, and made in this manner. . 


The Firſt Bread, | 

Takethree Pecks of clean Beans, and one Peck of Wheat, mix 
them together, and grind them, and bolt it pretty fine, and knead it 
up with good ſtore of Barm and Lightning, but with as little water a 
may be, labour it in the Troogh verywell, and break it, and fo cover 
it warm, that ſo it may ſwell, then knead it over again, and make it up 
in big Loaves, andfo bake it well, and let it ſoak ſoundly, and when 
they are drawn, turn the bottom upwards, that fo they may cool. At 
threedays old give it him, for new Bread is hurtful, when you give 
him, (chip it very well, and cut ſome of it into fmall pieces, and put 
them into his quart of Oates you had formerly ſifted. Aboutel 
of the Clock give him the fame quantity of Oats, and let him reft t 
the Afternoon. At one of the Clock in the Afternoon, if you intend 
not 'to give him a Heat that day, feed him with Bread and Oates as you 
did in the Forenoon,and ſo conſequently every Meal following for that 
day- 

Burifyou intend the next day to give him a Heat (to which Ind 
bend mine aim) you ſhall only then-give him. a quart of Oates cle; 
ſifted, but no Hay, and fo let him reſt till Evening. | 

At four of the Clock give him a quart of clean ſifredOats;and afte 
they are eaten, Bridle him up; Drets, Cloath, Saddle, Air, Warr 
Frerciſe, bring home and order, as before ſhewed, only give him 
Hay at all. After he hath ſtood an hour upon his Bridle give hi 
quart of Oates, and after they are eaten, put on his Head a ſweet Mu 
zle, and let him reſt till nine at night. 

The uſe of the Muzzle. 

The Uſe of the Muzzle being rightly made, is to keep'the Hori 
from eating up his Litter, from-gnawing upon Boards and- mud-w 
and indeed to keep him from eating any thing but what he reccive! 
—_— own hands, they are made fomtimes of Leather, and ſtan 
full of holes, or elſe cloſe, but they arc unſayory and vonholet | 
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Nay, "deed all Leather is unpleaſant. Beſides,they are too cloſe and 


too hot for him. The beſt Summer Muzzel (and indeed beſt at all 
rimes) is the Ner-muzzle, made of ſtrong Pack-thread, and knit very 
thick and cloſe in the bottom,and to enlarged wider and wider upwards 
to the middle of the Horſes Head; then bound upon the top with Tape, 
and on the nether ſide a loop, and on the farther ſide a long ſtring t 
faſten it to the Horſes Head. The beſt Winter Muzzel (and deed 
tolerable at any time) is made of double Canvaſs, with a round Button, 
and a ſquare Latice Window of ſmall Tape before both his Noſtrils, 
down to the very bottom of the Muzzle, and upward more then a hand- 
ful, and-muſt alſo have a loop and a ſtring to faſten about his Head. At 
nine of the Clock at night,give him a quart of cleanOats,and when they 
are eaten, put- on his Muzzel, and tofs up his Litter, and ſo leaye 
him. 
The next day early give him a quart of clean Oates,rubbed between 
your hands with ſome Beer or Ale,andwhen he hath caten them, Drefs 
bim and Saddle him as before, aad being ready to depart, give him a 
new laid Egg or two, and waſh his Mouth after it with, Beer or Ale, 
and fo lead him away, and at the ve tame him to empty, 'then 
= + 25—r, ws hes » ever and anon making him 
ſmell another Horſes Dung. 

When you are come within a Mile of the ſtarting-Poſt, alight and 
take offhis Body-cloth, and Breaſt-cloth, and girt on the Saddle again; 
then ſending away your Grooms both with thoſe Cloaths,and other 
dry Cloaths to rub with, let him ftay at the end of the Courſe till you 
come: then your ſelf Rack yoor Horſe gently up to the ftarting-Poſt, 
and beyond, making him ſinell to that Poſt, (which you call the _ 
ing Poſt) that he may take notice of OI and ending of the 
Courſe. There ſtart your Horſe _— Wo at near 2 three 

warters | and according to his Stength 0 yy Ability of 
ind, and Cheerfulneſs of Spirit, run him the whole Courſe through. 
But by no means do any thing in extremity, -or above his Wind, but 
whenyou find him a little yield, then give him a little eaſe, ſo that all 
hedoth may be done with Pleaſure, and not with Anguiſhz For this 
manner of training will make himi take delight imhis labour, and fo en- 
crexſe it : The contrary will breed diſcomfort, and make Exerciſe irk- 
fome. Alſo during the time you thus courſe him, _ ſhall noteupon 
what ground he runneth beſt,and whether up the hill or down the hill; 
whether on the ſinooth or on the rough, on the wet or on the dry, or

ing elaſſed his Back,and rub'd it neerdry, put on his Body-Tloath and 

Breaſt cloath, and ſet on his Saddle again and girt it, then Mount and 

Gallop him gently, and ever and anon rubbing his Head,, Neck an] 

Body, as you fit, then: walk him about the Fields to cool him; and 

when you find he dryeth-apace, then Rack him homewards, ſomtimes

brought to a little Sickneſs, therefore in this caſe you ſhall only take 
off his Bridle, put on his Coller, toſs up his Litter, and abſent your 
ſell, (having made the Stable dark and ſtill) for other two houres, . 
which is the utmoſt end of that Sickneſs. Bur if- you find no ſuch 
offence, then give him the Ears of, Wheat, by three or four together, 
2nd i* he eat this handful, give him another, and fo another or two.

After 
he is dreſt and hath ftgod two hours on his Bridle, then wat three 
pints of clean Oates in Beer or Ale, and give them him, for this will in- 

wardly cool him, as if he had drunk water. 

Aſter he hath caten his waſht Meat, and reſted upon it a little, you 
ſhall at his wn . times with Oates and ſpelt Beans, or Oates and 
Bread, or altogether, or cach ſeveral, orſimply of it ſelf, aceording to 
the liking ofthe Horle,. feed him that night in plentiful manner, and 
leave a knob of Hay in his Rack when you go to Bed. 

The next day carly, firſt feed, then dreſs, Cloath,' Saddle, Air, 
Water, and bring home as at other times; only have a.more careful 
tye to his emptying,and ſee how his Greaſe and Foulneſs waſteth. 

At his feeding times feed as was laſt ſhewed youzonly but little Hay, . 
and keep your Heating dayes, and the preparation of the day before, 
as Was before ſhewed.

ertain Obſervations and Advantages for every Feeder to obſerve in 
ſundry Accidents. 


There is no unreaſcnible Creature of pleaſure ſubje&t to ſo many 
diſaſterous chances ot Fortune, as the-Horſe,and eſpecially the Running 
Horſe, both by reaſon of the multiplicity of diſeaſes belonging unto 
them, as alfo the violence of their Exerciſe, and the nice tenderneſs of 
their keeping : and therefore it behooveth every Feeder to be Armed 
with ſuch Obſervations as may concern miſchiefs, and thoſe helps 
which may amend them when they happen. 


Of Meat and Drink. 


The firſt Obſervation that I ſhall Arm the Feeder withal, is the true 
diſtribution of Meat and Drink. 

Let him obſerve, if there be any Meat or Drink or other Nouriſh- 
ment which you know to be good for him, yet he refuſeth it : in this 
cale you are not to thruſt it violently upon him, but by gentle means 
and eunning enticements win him thereunto, cnctaalin when he is 
maſt hungry, and moſt dry; and ifhe get but a bit at a time, it will ſoon 
increaſe to a greater quantity, and ever lct him have leſs then he de- 
firethy and that the ſooner he may be brought unto it, mix the Meat he 
loveth beſt with that he loveth worſt, till both be made alike familiar, 


_ ſhall the Horſe be a ſtranger to nothing that is good and whole-

Obſervations for Lameneſs. 


Our Feeder muſt Obſerve, if his Horſe be ſubje& to Lameneſs or 
Stiffneſs, to ſurbate or tenderneſs of Feet, then to give him his Heat 
upon ſmocth Carpet Earth, or to forbear ſtrong Ground, hard High- 
wayes, croſs Ruts and Furrows, till extremity compel him. 


Obſeryations from the State of his Body, 


Our Feeder myſt obſerve that the ſtrongeſt ſtate of Body (which 1 
| H account 
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account the higheſt and fulleſt of Fleſh, ſo it be good, hard, and with 
out inward foulnels) to be the beſt and ableſt for the performance of 
theſe Wagers; yet herein he muſt take two Conſiderations:the one 
the Shape of the Horſes Body,the other his. inclination and manner of 
feeding. 

F or the Shape of his Body. There be {ome Horles that are round, 
plump and clofe knit to , fo that they will appear Fat and wel 
Shaped, when they ts, we and in Poverty. Others are raw-boned, 
flcner and looſe knit together,and will-appear lean and deformedwhey 
they arc Fat, foul,and full of groſs Humors, 


From Ins Inclination. 


So likewiſe for their Inclination, ſome Horſes (at the firſt) will fee! 
outwardly, and carry a thick Rib, when they arc inwardly lean as ma 
be. There be others that will appear lean to the eye, when they ar: 
only Greaſe. 'n this caſe the Feeder hath two helps to- advantage hi 
knowledge, the one outward, the other inward, 


From his. outward Handling. . 


The outward help, is the outward handling and feeling the Horly 


Body, generally over all bis Ribs,but particularly upon his ſhort a 
hiadermoſt Ribs. - 7 


if his Fleſh generally handle ſoft and looſe, and the Fingers fink ir 
it, as intoDoun, then is he foul without all queſtion ; bur if general 
it be hard and firm, only upon the hindermoſt Rid is ſoftneſs, then 
hath greaſe and foul matter within him, which muſt be avoided, 
lean and poor ſoever he appear in outward Speculation.

OurFeeder muſt obſerve ever the night before he runs anyMatch,or 
fre heat, to bathe his Legs well, from the Knees and Cambrels down- 
wards, cither with clarified Dogs-greaſe, (which is the beſt) or Trot- 
ters Oyl (which is the next;) or elſe the beſt Hogs-greaſe, which is 
fuſficient, and to work it well in with your hands and not with fire.

If upon good occaſion, as ſtrong Heats, great Labour, and the like, 
he Sweat, yet his Sweat is white Froth, and like Sope-Suds, then is 
the Horſe inwardly foul, and wanteth alſo Exerciſe. But if the Sweat 
be black,and as it were only water thrown upon him,without any fro- 
thineſs, then is he clean fed, in good luſt and good cafe, and you may 
adventure riding without danger. 


Obſervations ſrom the Hair. 


Our Feeder ſhall obſerve his Hair in general, but eſpecially his 
Neck, an thoſe Parts that are uncovered, and if they lie ſlick, ſmooth 
and cloſe,and hold the beauty of their natural colour, then ishe in 
caſe; but if they be rough or _—_—_ or if they be diſcoloured, then is 
he inwardly cold at the Heart, and wanteth both Cloaths and warn 
keeping.

There is one commends the new Plowed Lands, and affirms, that b 
al, | toyling the Horſe thereon in his Foot-pace,. there is no way ſo ex«e 
lent for the making of him Amble; but he forgets what weaknels, nay, 
what Lamenefs, ſuch<iſorderly toyl brings to a young Horſe, nay, to 
any Horſe; becauſe the Work cannot be done without wearinefs, and

Ambling by the Galhy. 


Another will teach his Horſe to Amble from the Gallop, by ſudden 

Koppins, a more ſudden choking him in the. Checks of the Mouth, 

ruſting him into ſuch an amazedn2ls betwixt his Gallop and his Trot, 
t lofinz both he cann2t chooſe but find out Ambling.

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But this Man forgetsnot alone the Error before ſpoken (which is 
too great toil)but alſo ſpoils a good Mouth (if the Horſe had one,) 
loſes a good Rein(if there were any, ) and by over-reaching and clap- 
ping one foot againſt another, endangers upon every ſtep an Hook 
breach or Sinew-ſtrain, 


Ambling by Weights. 

Another ſays there isno better way then Ambling by Weights, and 
thereupon overloads his Horle with unmerciful Shooes of intolerable 
Weight, and forgers how they make him enterfere,ſtrikeſhort with his 
Hind-teet, and though his motion be true, VL, is {0 flow, that it is not 
worth his labour. Another folds great Weights of Lead about his 
Feet-lock Paſterns, and forgets that they have all the miſchiets of the 
former ; befides, the endangering of incurable Straines, the ereltng 
of the Crownct, and the Breeding of Ring-bones, Crown-{cabs 
Quitter-bones. 

Another Loads his Horfe upon the Fillets with Earth, Lead, or ſome 
other Maſſy ſubſtance, and forgetsxthe ſwaying of the back, the over- 
ſtraining of the Fillets, and a general diſabling of all the hitcer 
parts. | 

Ambling tn Hand, or not ridden. 

Another ſtrugglesto make his Horſe Amble in his Hand, before he 
Mounts his Back, by the help of ſome Wall, ſmooth Pail or Rail, and 
byChocking him in the Mouth with theBridle hand,andCorretting him 
with his Rod on the hinder Hoofs, and under the Belly, when he 
treadeth falſe,” and never remembers in what deſperate franticknels it 


 Arives an Horle, be'ore hecan make him underſtand his meaning, a 


Splaugins, Rearing, Sprauling out his Legs, and a World 
Antick poſtures, which once ſettled, are hardly cver after reclaimed: 
belides when he hath ſpent all his labour, and done his utmoft, as 1001 
as he mounts his Back, he is as far to ſeek of his Pace as if he had never 
known ſuch a Motion. 


Ambling by the help of Shooes; 


Another finds out a new ſtratagem, and in deſpite of all oppoſition 
in the Horſe, will make him Amble perfealy, and thereupon he makes 
him a pair of hinder-Shooes,withlongSpurns or Plates before the Tocs 


and of ſuch length, that if the Horſe offer to Trot, the hinder oo 
, if \ ats 
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beats the fore-Foot before it. But he forgets that the Shooes are 
made of Iron, and the Horſes Legs of Fleſh and Blood, neither doth 
he remember with what violence the hinder-Foot follows the fore- 
Foot, nor that every ſtroke it gives can light upon any place, but the 
back Sinews, then which there is no Part more tender, nor any wound 
that brings ſuch incurable Lameneſs, 


Ambling by the help of fine Liſts. 


Another (out of quaintnefs more then ſtrong Reaſon )ſtrives to make 
his Horſe Amble by taking of fine ſoft Liſts, and folding them ftreight 
about the Cambrels, un that place where you Garter an Horſe for a 
ſtifl- Krain,& then turn himtoGra's for aFort-night or more, in which 
time ( {faith he) he will fall to a perf-& Amble, { for it is trueghe can- 
not Trot but with pain) then taking away the Liſts, the work is 
fniſhed, ; 

But under the Corre&ion of the Profeſſors of this foreign tricks. 
for it is a Spanſh Praftice, I muſt affire them, that if they gain their 
purpoſe, they muſt off-nd the Members: If they hurt not the Limbs, 
they loſe th-ir labour 3 but however this is moſt aſſured, that the 
Amble thus gained, muſt be diſgraceful, crambling and Cringing 
inthe binder Parts, without comlinels, ſpeed, or clear deliverance. * 


Ambling by the Hand only. 


| Another (and he calls himſelf the Maſter Ambler of all Amblers) 
affirms, there is no true way of making an Horſe to Amble, but by the 
hard only, and 1 am of this Opinion, could this fecret be found out, or 
could a man make a horſe do all that he Imagined; but horſes are Re- 
bcHious, and men are Furious, and the lcaft of either of theſe ſpoils the 
whole work ; and itis impofſible for any man to fadge an horſe ts a 
new Motion, utterly unknown, againſt which he will not refift with 
his uttermoſt power: - Beſides, todo this' Aftion with the hand 0-1y, 
it muſt only b: done from the horſes Mouth, and that Menrh muſt of 
neeeffity be altered from his firſt manner of Riding ;, ſor to uſe al! one 
Hand muſt preſerve all one Motion, and then where is his Ambling, 
which was not known at the firſt Backing ? Again,we ſtrive ar the firſt 
Sacking of an horſe, 10 bring hiy Mourh toall Gveczacks, tus Rein th 
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all Statclincſs, and the general Carri-ge of his to all Comlineſs. 
Now in this Courſe of Rbling by the hand only, the Mouth muſt be 
changed from the Chaps to the Weeks of the Mouth, which is from 
{ſwectnels to harſhneſs, his Rein muſt be brought from conſtancy to in- 
conſtancy: for the Eyes that did look upward, the Noſe and Muzzle 
which was couched Inward, muſt be turned outward, and the general 
comlineſs of the Bodies Carriage muſt be brought to diſorder and falſe 
treading, or elle he ſhall never accompliſh the true Art of Ambling by 
the _ only. 


Ambling by the Tramel. 


There is another, ( 1 will not call him the beſt, becauſc his error may 
be as great as any) and he will make his horſe Amble by the help of the 
Tramel only, which | confels is neereſt, the beſt and moſt aſſured way, 
yet he hath many errors, as followeth. 


- Errors in the Tramel. 


Firſt, he loſeth himſelf in the wans ofknowledge, for the lengthof 


the Tramel, and either he makes it too ang, (which gives no ſtroke) 


or t00 ſhort (which gives a falle ſtroke) thefirſt makes an horſe hackle 
and ſhuffle his Feet confuſedly , the latter makes him roul and twitch 
up his hinder-Feet fo ſudJenly, that by Cuſtome it brings him to a 
ſtring halt, from-which he will hardly be recovered ever after. Ano- 
ther loſes himſel? and his labour by miſplacing the Tramel, and out of 
a Nicenels to {em more expert then he is, or out of fearfulnels to 
prevent falling (to which the Tramel is ſubje&) places them above the 
Knce,and above the hinler f20t-hoof.But the Rule is neither gocd nor 
handfomyfor if the Tramel be too long or looſe;that is,gives no offence 
to the Sinews, and other ligaments,about which they muſt neceſſarily 
be bound, when they are raiſed ſo high, then they can give no true 
ſtroke, neither can the fore-Leg compel the hinder to follow it. , And 
if they be ſo ſhort.or ſtreight, that the fore-Leg cannot ſtep forward 
but the hinder muſt go equal with it, then will it ſo preſs the main St 
new of the hinder-Leg, and the Veins and Fleſhy part of the fore- 
Thighs, th t the Horle will not be able to go without halting before, 
«nd cring'ng and crambling his hinder-parts ſo ill-'avouredly,that it wil 
be irb{eg.e to Lehold it : teſides it will occaſion Swellings, and 

own 
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ons -- Wa which will be more noyſome then the Pace will be 
cial. 
Another makes his Tramel of ſuch courſe and hard tuff, or elſe 
girts it ſo treight, or leaves it fretting up and down fo looſe, that h: 
alls his Horſes Legs, and leaves neither hair nor skin upon them, at 

beſt it leaves fuch a foul print and mark uponthe Legs, that every 
one will accuſe both the Horſe and his Teacher of diſgrace and 
indiſcretion. | 

As theſe, fo I muſt conclude with the laſt error of the Tramel, 
which is Mens Opinions, and though itbe the moſt inſufficient, yet it 
hath the greateſt power to over-ſway Truth, and that is, the Tramel is 
utterly unneceſſary and unprofitable, and the Defender worthy of no 
Imploiment, alledging the Land only to be excellent. 

The Errors have already confuted; it now remains (after all theſe 
? Wfaults finding) that | ſhew the truck, the ec :1fieſt, and that way which is 
moſt uncontroulable for the making of an Horſe to Amble with all the 
gracefulneſs and perfedtion that can be required. . 


The beſt way to Amble an Horſe. 

Whenyou are about to make an Horſe Amble truly, and without 

oulment. Frſt, try with your hand by a gentle and deliberate 
cking and thruſting of the Horſe forward, by helping him in the 
eeks of his Mouth with your Snaffle, (which muſt be finooth, big 
and full) and correQting him firſt on one ſide, then on another with the 

es of your Legs, and ſometimes with the Spur; if you can make 
im of himſelf trike into an Amble,though ſhuffling diforderly,there 
ll be much labour ſaved: for that proclivity or aptneſs to Amble, 
ill make him, with more caſineſs and leſs GR endure the uſe 
f the Tramel, and make him find the Motion without ſtumbling or 
ement: but if you find he will by no me.ns either apprehend the 
tions or Intentions, then ftruggle not with him, but tall to the ule 
f the Tramel in this manner following. |. 


The form of the Tramel, . 


But-before come to the Uſe and Vertue thereof, | will ſhew you 
te form and fubſtance whereof it ought to be 'made;becauſe nothi 
lth ever done this inſtrument more injury, then falſe Subſtances 
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———hat will either reach or break, the firſt marrs the Work by uncer- 


tainty, the other loſeth the labour. 

Another makes it of Canyals, and that galls. 

A third makes it of ſtrong Liſts, and that hath all the faults of both 
the former, for the ſoftneſs will not let it lie cloſe, and the gentlenes 
makes it ſtretch out of all compaſs,or break upon every ſtumble. And 
as theſe, ſo there are a World of other uſeleſs Tramels, for you mult 
underſtand, that touching the true Tramel, the ſide-Ropes muſt be 
firm, without nom an hair : The Hoſe muſt be foft, lie cloſe, and 
not move from his firſt place, and the Back-band muſt be f.at, no 
matter how light, and fo defended from the Fillets, that it may not 
gall. And this Tramel muſt be thus made, and of theſe Sub 
ſtances. 

Firſt, for the ſide-Rapes they muft be made of the beſt, fineſt and 
Rrongeſt Pack-thread, ſuch as your Turky-thread, and turned by the 
Roper into a delicate ſtrong Cord, yet at the utmoſt, not above the 
bigneſs of a ſmall Jack-line,with a Nooſe at each end, fo ſtrong as is 
poſſible to be made; neither muſt theſe ſide-Ropes be twined too hird, 
but gentle, and with a m— condition, for that will bring on the 
Motion more caſie, and keep the Tramel from breaking, now theſe 


ſide Ropes muſt be juſt thirty ſix Inches in length, and to equal one 
with another, that-no difference may be eſpied, 


For the Horſe which muſt be placed in the ſmall of the fore-Leg, 
and the ſmall of the hinder-Leg above the Feet-lock, they muſt be 
made of fine Girt-Web, which is ſoft and -pliant,. and loyned with 
double Cotton: Over the Girt-Web muſt be faſtened ſtrong, Tabt 
of white Neats-Leather well Tallowed, and ſuited to an even length, 
and ſtamped with holes of equal diſtance, which ſhall paſs through the 
Noofes of the ſide-Rapes, and be made longer or ſhorter at pleaſure, 
with very ſtrong Buckles. Theſe Hoſe, the Girt would be four Inches 
in length, and the Tabbs ten. 

The Back-Band being ofno other uſe but to bear up the ſide-Ropes, 
would (if you Tramel all the fore-Legs) be made of fine Girt-Web, 
and loyned with Cotton 5 but if you Tramel but one ſide, then anor- 
dina Tape will ſerye, being ſure that it carries the ſide-Ropes ina 
even une, withouteeither riſiug or falling ; ſorif it riſe, it ſhortens the 
hgc-Rope,andif it fall, it endangers tangling. 


Thus 
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Thus you ſee what the true Tramel is, and how to be made ; touch- 
ins the uſe, it thus followeth. - 


The true Uſe of the true Tramel. 


When you have brought your Horſe into an even ſmooth *Path 
without rubs or roughnels, you ſhall there looſe the neer-fore-Leg, 
and the neer-hinder-Leg; then put to them the ſide-Rope, and ice 
that he ſtand at that juſt 'proportion which Nature her ſelf hath 
formed him, without either ſtraining or enlarging his Members, 
and in that even and juſt length, tay the ſide-Rope by a ſmall Tape 
faftened up to the Saddle. Then with your hand on the Bridle, 
ſtraining his Head, put him gently forward, and if need be, have the 
help of a by-ſtander to put him forward alſo, and fo force him to Am- 
ble up and down the Road with all the gentleneſs you can, fſuf- 
fering him to take his own leaſure, that thereby he may come to an 
underſtanding of his reſtraint, and your will for the performance of 
the Motion, and though he ſnapper or ſtumble, or per-adventure fall 
now and then, yet it matters nor, doyou only ſtay his Head, give him 
leave to riſe, and with all gentleneſs put him forward again, till 
finding his own fault, and underſtanding the Motion, he will become 
perfett, and Amble in your Hand to your contentment. And that 
this may be done with more caſe and leſs amazement to the Horſe, 
it is not amiſs (at his firſt Trameling) that you give your ſide;:Ropes 
more length then ordinary, both that the twitches may be leſs 
— and Motion coming more gently, the Horſe may ſooner appre- 

it, 


But as ſoon as he comes to any perfedneſs, then inſtantly put the 
ſide-Ropes to their true length. For an Inch too long, is a Foot too 
flow in the Pace ;, and an Inch to ſhort cauſeth rouling, a twitching up 
ofthe Legs, and indeed a kind of plain Halting, 


When to Alter the Tramel.. 
When the Horſe will thus Amble in your hand perfe&ly, being 


Tramelled on one ſide, you ſhall then.,c them to the other ſide, 
and make him Amble in your Bend ay you id before. And ghus you 
12 | 
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ſhall do, changing from one fide to another, till with this Half. 
Tramell he will Run and Amble in your hand, without fnappering er 
ſt;mb!ing, both readily and ſwiftly ; when this is attained unto,which 
cannot be above two or three houres labour, (if there be any trad. 
ableneſs) you may then put on the whole Tramel, and the broad, flat 
back band, Trameling both fides _ and fo run him in your hand 
(at the utmoſt length of the Bridle) up and down the Road divers 
times, then pauſe, cheriſh, and to it again; and thus apply him,till you 
have brought him to that Perfe&tion, that he will Amble ſwiftly, tru 
and readily, when, where, and how you pleaſe : then put him up 
uneven and uncertain ways, as up-hill and down-hill, where there are 
clots and roughnel:, and where there is hollownels and falſe treading, 


When to Mount his Back, 

Now when he is perfe&t in your hand upon all theſe, you may the 
adventure to Mount his Back, which (if you pleaſe } you may firſt 
by a Boy, or Groom, making the Horſe Amble under him, whileſt ye 
ſtay his head to prevent danger;or to ſee how he ſtriketh Then afte 
Mountyour ſelf, and with af gentleneſs and lenity, encreaſfing his Pac 


more and more, till you come to the height of Perfe&tion, And tl 
as you did before in your hand, ſo do now on his Back, firft with tl 
whole Tramecl, then with the half, and changing the Tramel oft, fi 
from one ſide, then to another, then altering Grounds, till you find 
that exq1ifitenels which you defire, and this muſt be done by dailyc 
erciſe and labour, as twice, thrice, ſometimes oftnerin the day, 


| When to Journey. 
When you have obtained your wiſh in the Perfe&tion of his ſtroke 
the nimbleneſs of his Limbs, and the good Carriage of his Head 
Body, you may then take away the Tramel altogether, and exerci 
him withoutit. Bur this Exerciſe I would have upon the High-waj 
(and not Horſe-courſer like) in a private ſmooth Road, for that affc 
but a couſening Pace, which is left upon every (mall wearineſs ; the 
fore take the High-way forward for three,four or five miles.in a Mort 
Ing, more orleſs, as you finde his aptneſs and ability. Now it it 
Journeying, either through wearineſs, ignoranc<or peeviſhneſs, 
finde in him a willingneſs to forſake his Pace, then (ever carrying i 
your Pocket the half Tramel ) alight and pat them on, and ſo exert

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crue Pace. This Exerciſe you ſhall follow day by day, and every day 
encreaſing it more and more, till you have brought him from one 
mile tomany 3 Which done, you may then give him eale,as letting him 
reſt a day or two, or more, and then apply himagain ; and if you finde 


in him neither error nor alteration, then you may conclude your 
Work is finiſhed. 


\ But if any alteration do happen (as many phantaſtick Horſes are 
ſudje& unto, ) if it be in the motion of his Pace, - then with your hand 
reformit. But if that fail, then the uſe of the half Tramel will ne- 
ver fail you. , ; 

Now if the Error proceed from any other occaſion, look ſeriouſly 
into the cauſe thereof, and taking that away the effe& will ſoon ceaſe; 
for you are to underſtand, that in this manner of teaching him to 
Amble, you are forbidden no help whatſoever which belongs unto 
Horſemanſhip, as Chain, Cavezan, Muſroul,Head-ftrain, Martingaley 
Bit, or any other neceflary Inſtrument, becauſe this motion is not 
drawn from the Mouth, but from the Limbs. . 

Many things elſe might be ſpoken on this ſubje&, but it would but 
load paper, and weary memory, and I am only at ſhort Eſſays, and 
true Experiments, therefore take this as ſufficient,

Neither would [ have 
you put him forth till the midſt of Aſay, at the ſooneſt, for till that time 
Graſs will not have Bite enough,(and let the day wherein you turn him 
forth be a warm Sunſhine day, and about the hour of ten) for Horſs 
pampered in warm Stables, and kept cloſe, will be ſubje& to take Cold 


T aking of him up.” | 

Secondly, Let him be taken up from Graſs very dry, or elſe he will be 
ſubjet to be Scabby, and that not later then St. Bartholomew: day 
which is the twenty fourth of Auguft,for then the Seaſon doth begin to 
ler fall cold dews, which caufeth mueh harm to your Horle, and then 
beginne:h the Heart of Graſs to fail, fo as the Grals which he then 
feedeth upon breedeth no good Nutriment,but groſs, Phlegmatick and 
cold Humors which putrifieth and corrupteth the Blood, and take hin

warm Linnen-cloth, and after rub himdry with Woollen-cloaths,th:n 
Sope him all over again, eſpecially his Mane and Tail, an4 waſh him ye- 
ry clean with Buck lee, with a Wiſp or Woollen Cloth,and when you 
have ſuſf.cientl7 cleanſed him,dry him as you did beforegand fo leadhim 
into the Stuble,andCloath him up with a clean. thin,ſoft Cloth. And by 
this kind of trimming and cleanſing him, you may fo alter him,that the 
Owner can ſcarce know him.

T Confiſts in four things; viz. Science, Experience, Knowledge and 
Handy-work :; But I ſhall let paſs the firſt three,and ſpeak to Handy- 
work, and that is, to Heat an Iron well, to Turn a Shoo well, to make and 
Point a Nail well, to Pare the Hoof well, toCauterize well, to let Blood 
well, robe light and well Handied, Bold and Hardy, and Dreſſing of a 
Hor ſe well of ſuch Accidents as may happen unto him. 


The Principal Members of a Horſe. . | 
Some hold that there be four, and make the Stones or Gignitors one; 
but ſay there are but three, The Liver, the Heart and The Brain,and 
if he beoffended in any of theſe he will die, but if any other Member 
beſides thefe be hurt, he may live; and therefore the Stones or Gig:

There are in every Horſe twenty nine or thirty; great and ſmall, 

The two great Sinews which 1 named before. 

It. Two Branches which are main Sinews that procecd from the 
Brain, and run down the Cheeks to the Teeth. 

Jt. There are from the Shoulders to the firſt Joynt of the Armes, 
or fore-Legs downwards, two great Sinews. 

It. From the Knees to the Paſterns are four great Sinews, with 
the ſame Number in the hinder-part. ; 

Ir. In the fore-part of the Breaſt, and above it, as well within as 
without, are ten Sinews, ſome gre iter and ſome ſmaller. 

It. From the Reins of the Back to the Stones are four great Si- 
news. Laſtly, one great main Sinew which runneth along to the 
end of the Tail. So as the full number of the Sinews are twenty nine, 
orthirty, which are to be diſcerned. But to ſpeak properly, a Horſe 
hath but one only Vein,which is that which we call tkeMediin,or Lives 
Vein, which is in the Liver, being the true Fountain, Scource, and 
great Tun, from whence the Canes, Conduit-pipes, and little Veins, 
(2s the ſmaller Rivers) do ſeparate themſelves, whch do run through 
all the Parts and Members of the whole Body. Thoſe Veins tro 
aſcend to the Head and Body, are called Veins aſcendent, and thoſe 
which do rurrlow as to the Legs, and lower Members, are called Hol 
low or deſcendent Veins. 


Of the Vital Blood. 
Thoſe are Veins which are Veſſels of quick or running Blood,and is 
that, that when the Creature ſlecpeth, his Blood is in continual agita- 
tion, and neyer ceaſcth,

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For what Uſe you pen the Veins, 

To open the two Temple-Veins e.ſeth the pain in the Head, coming 
of Colds, Rhumes, Feavers, Yellows and Stavers, Drowſinefs, Frenzie, 
the ſleepy Evil, falling Evil, or any griet in or about the Eyes or bram. 
Cecondly we open the two Eyes or Weeping-Veins, being moſt ſove- 
reign for ſuch difeaſes whereunto the Eyes are fubjet; as Watery 
or Weeping-Eyes, blood-ſhotten, Pin «nd Web, Haw, or tte like, 
Thirdly we open the two Pallat-Veins in the Mouth, and thoſe do cure 
the Lamp-ſs, and any Inword ſicknels in the Body ; as t' e Yellows, 
Stavers, Anticor, Surfeits, Drowſinc{', Tirednefs, or wearineſs of the 
Body ; or if he hath any Malady in the Throat, zs the Strangle Quinzy, 
Kerrels, Puſtils, cither within or without; 1t many times helpeth 
flamations, Glanders,or the like: For the eating or ſwallowing of his 
own Blood, is inoſt wholeſom and Sovereign in fuch Cafes. Fourthly, 
we do uſually open the two Neck-Veins, which telpeth Farcins, Yel- 
lows, Stavers, S: abs, Mainges, Agues, Feavers, Colds, Surfeits, Glan- 
ders,or any other Malady, which may be any ways noxious to the in- 
ward Part ofthe Pody. And it allo preventeth ſudden fickneſs,if you 
do ſuſpedt it. Fi:thly, the opening of the two Plate or Breaſt-Veig, 
do help the Anticor, ſickneſs of the Heart, Morioundring, which is the 
Foundering in the Body by over-riding, whereby the Greaſe of the 
Horſe is Molten, it alſo preventeth D.teafts in the Liver, Lungs, and 
Inward Parts grieved z and ſometimes hurts in the Shoulder, which 
cauſeth Lamencſs before. Sixthly, we uſe to touch the two Thigh 
Veins before, which helpeth Foundring in the fore-Fect, 
lenders, Splent, Screw, Ring-bone, and ſuch like nfirmities in the fore 
Foot, and ſuch other higher Parts. Seventhly, we uſe to take Blood 
from the four Shackle-Veins before,and this is very good for the Crow- 
Scab, Ring-bone, and ſuch like Diſcaſes. Fiphthh, , We uſe to tribe 

the two Spur-Vcins, which Cureth the Farcin in the Sides, Morfour 
dring, ſwelling under the Belly, which is a Diſeaſe called the Feltrich 
and the like. Ninthly, we prick the two Toe-Veins, which do hel 
Frettizing, Foundering, Hoof-bound, heating of the Horſes Feet by 
Riding upon hard and Stony waves, and the |:ke. Tenthly, we ope 
the two Thigh-Veins behind; and this doth help the grief o* the Kid 
n*ys, ſivelling in the hinder-Legs, Foundering, Sellenders, Scratches 
Ky es, &r. And it alſo helpeth Diſeaſes in and ahour the Belly, 8 
piling of Blood, Piſſins oft after great and extraordinary labour, and

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the weakneſs of the Reins, the Back, Belly, Guts, or any other of the 

ward Parts, the Curb,Spaven, and ſuch Diſeaſes which come of Rani 
of Blood. - Eleventhly, we {ometimes do open the four Shackle- 
eins behind, and this is very good againſt Founderings,and other pains 
in and about the Feet. Twelfthly, we let Blood in the tiwo Flank or 
Hanch-Veins, and this is. moſt probable for all kind of Feavers, the 
Stones, Poverty, and the Felter-worm. Thirteenthly, we draw Blood 
from the two Tail-Vcins, which Cureth the Mange in the Tail; fallin 
fthe Hair, or the Itch in the Tail.. An1 theſe are for the moſt part al 
e Veins that arc uſually opened. So that the full Sum or Number of 
eins which Farricrs commonly open are thixty. Other Vcins there 
rewhich are.of a {inaller proportion,and thertore not fit to be open- 
d, | will not ſay that theſeVeins ſo opencd doth Cure the Diſeaſes ab- 
folutely but it doth ſometimes afſivage the Malignancy of the Mala- 
dy, ſometimes it preventeth Duſeaſes, ang ſometimes again it prepa- 
reth the Body the better to receive ſuch Phyſical Drinks which do In- 
wardly Cure them, and ſuch Salyes, Oyls, Unguents, which do dry and 
heal up Outward Infirmities, Cc 


How many Bones a Hor ſe bath, and where they are Situated, 


All the Bones which every Horſe hath, whereby to make up an Or: 
anical Body,are theſe ; viz. He hath in his Head thirty nine or forty 
&th: the Bones in his Head do Comprehend the Crocks and 

Handles of the Scull, albeit they be compoſed of parts and parcels of 0- 
therBones,alſo the two flat Handles,which from thePallat and the Fork 
or Throat hath five, the Chine hath fifty two, the Breaſt one, the Ribs 
hath thirty fix, the fore-Legs and fore-Feet hath fourty four, and the 
hinder. Legs and Feet fourty, ſo as the whole ſtrufture of the Body o! a 
Horſ,wherby to perfect a full building ofBones conliſteth of about two 
hundred fiftyſeven, or two hundred firty nine, if they be rightly compu- 
ted; which do repreſent themſelvesaltogether at what time the perfect 
Anatomy o! a Horſe is laid open. .

hath reference to Water. Choler is hot and dry,hut his chiefeſt Nature 
is Heat, and therefore is Goyerned by the Element of fire: Aelan- 
I c{*y is cold anddry, but his chiefeſt condition is Drinets, and there- 
fore ſubjetts it ſelf to the Element of Earth. Now the Fountain 0? 
lil Blood isthe Liver, which diſperſing it {c1f by the help of the Veirs in- 
to all the parts of the Body, nouriſheth and preſerveth the ſame. fhlegm 
preoccupateth the Brain, being a cold and ſpungy ſubſtance, and the 
Seat of the ſenſible Soul. Cheler inhabireth the Liver,: which being 
hot and dry, maketh a pleaſing Harmony with the Blood. Alelan- 
choly reſideth in the Spleen, which is the Receptacle and diſcharge of 
the Excrements of the Liver, from whence we may Colleft, that it 
en hath its proper uſe and end : As for demonſtration, Blod principally 
the nouriſheth the, Body, Phlegm occafioneth Motion of the loynts and 
"yy Mcmbers, Choler exciteth and provoketh the Belly to avoid its Excre- 
ws ments; And laſtly, Melancholy diſpoſcth the Body to an Appetite. 
Whereupon all the Learned Philoſophersdo with one unanimons Afſ- 
ſent agree in this, That in every Natural Body there are four Principal 
Inſtrumental Members, from which all the Parts of an Organical Body 
are ſaid to be framed, and theſe are the Brain, the Heart, the Liver, and 
the Stones 6x Gignitors, and each one of theſe do Performurs true Fun- 
Rion to allthe pareicnlar Members of the Bady ;, for the Sinews do receive 
their Suſtent ation from the Brain, and theſe are called Animal ſpirits, the 
Arteries from the Heart, which are Vital ſpirits; the Veins from the Li- 
ver, which are Natural Parts ; "and the Seed-Veſſels from the Stones or 
Gignitors, 4s the Place of Generation.

Cholerick Horſe, and his Colour is either a bright Sorrel, a Coal- 
black without any white, or an Iron gray unchangeable, that is, ſuch 
a Gray as neither will ever turn a Daple-gray,aWhite or a Flea bitten, 
and theſe Horſes are of Nature light, hot,” fiery, and ſeldom of any 
great ſtrength, Theſe Horſes are moſt ſubje& to Peſtilent Feavers, 
Yellows and Inflammatien of the Liver. Therefore every Farrier 
ſhall be careful in his Compoſing of any Medicine for ſuch a Horſe, te 
purge Choler, yet very moderately, and not with any extraordinar 
ftrength in the Pot'on or Drench; becauſe the Horſe _ in his be 
ſtrength, not reputed ſtrong, ſhould: you apply any violent thing to 
him, that little trength beingabated, there were great danger in con- 
founding the whole Body. IH the Horſe participate more of the Air 
then of the other Elements;then is ke of a Sangaine Complexion, and 
his Colour is either a bright Bay, or a dark Bay, which hath n:icher 
ſcouling Countenance, Mayly Mouth, nor white Flank; Or a white 
Flea-bitten, White Lyard ike Silver, or black wich a white Star, 
white raſh-or ' white Foot. Theſe Horſes are of Nature pleaſant, 
nimble, free, and of good ſtrength. The Diſeaſes to them moſt inci- 
dent, is Conſumption of the Liver, Leprofie, Glanders, or any dif. 
eale that is infeftious; They are of a good ſtrong Conſtitution, and 
may endure ſtrength in their Medicines, eſpecially any thing that cool- 
cth the Blood. 

If the Horſe participate more of the Water then of the other Elc- 
ments, | then is hevf a Phlegmatick Complexion, and his colour is ci- 
ther Milk-white. a yellow dun Kite-glewed, or a Pyde-ball, in whom 
zhereisan equal Mixture of colours. Otherwiſe,ifthe Bay,the Black 
or the Dun exceed the White, he is ſaid to be of that Complexion of 
which the colour is greateſt; Thefe Horſes are of Nature ſlow, and 
apt to loſe Fleſh. The Diſcaſes whichare moſt incident unto them, are 
Colds, Head-ach, Rheums, Staggers, and ſuch like. They are able 
to endure the reaſonable Rrengh ofa Medicine, b-cauſe the abun- 
dance of Phlegm which is in c ſ{uficeth both Nature, and the po- 


tion to work upon, All cold Simples are to them exceeding hurtful, 
{o arc allo they which are violently hot in the third degree : The firſt, 
becauſe it bindeth too ſoon 3 The latter, becauſe it diſperſes too lud- 
denly, therefore Simples of a Moderately Mean are b-ft.

that amongſt Farners there is another Complexion 0: fifth Conftituti- 
on which is call-d the Compeſitien, or Mixture of Complexions : that 
is, whcn a Horſe doth pa: ticipate of all the four Elements «<qually, and 
indue proportion, and this is the beſt Complexion, and the Horſe 
that is of this Complcx'on is ever one of thele Colours ; that is to ſay, 
of a fair brown Bay, dablcd, or not dabled, a Dable Gray, a Black 
full of Silver Hair, or a fair Roan red or black. And thefe Horſes are 
of Nature moſt cxcellent, moft temperate, ſtrongeſt, gentleſt and moſt 
healthful, though they may have any diſeaſe as the other hath, yet are 
thry naturally inclined tono diſeaſe, But. what infirmity ſoever fal- 
ſeth unto them, is meerly accidental, and not through any over-flow 
of natural diſt-mperature.

Dangerous Sickneſs how it cometh. 

Firſt, all Sickneſs cometh cither by Heats im over-violent exerciſe, ag 
when the Horſe hath hisGreaſe moulten,theHeart over<harged,the vis 
tal Blood. forced from. the inwardParts,and the largePores andOtifice 
of the Heart are ſo obſtruced and ſtopped, that the' ſpirits. cannot re 
turn back to their proper places, ſo as the Organs of the Body cannot 
rejoyce, but by this means the Body muſt of neceflity languiſh, foun 
der-and mortifie. ' ; 

Secondly , dangerous Sickneſs cometh alſo. by Colds, as by indiſcreet 
and negligent keeping; ' as well before as after long and'violene exess 

- ciſe; and thenisthe Head perplexed, theEyes dullectand pained,. the 
Roots of. the Tongue inflamed and fwelled; the Lungs with Rheums 
tickled and offended, occaſioning ſtrong and laborious Conghing, and 
the Noſtrils often Diſtilling and pouring forth filthy and corrupt 
matter, 

Thirdly, dangerous Sickneſs cometh alſo by Surfeit of food, either 
by eating too much or too little of what is good, or alſo of what isnot 
wholeſom; fo as the firſt killeth, or at leaſt debilitateth the Stomach,

vers}/Mainges, and other ſuch like Peſtilent, Leprous and loathſom dif 
tes; which ſuffocating the Heatt, and clogging the Stomach, a 
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i ſpreads it ſelf univetfally gyer the whole body, leaving no Mem. 
r free, and confoundeth eyery Faculty and Member therco:, * 
Fourthly and laſtly, dangerous Sickneſs come alſo by Accidents, 
«when a Horſe receiveth tome deep or perillous wound or hurt, cither 
his body, or elſewhere, in ſome es dangerous part, by means 
ercof Nature is ſo far offended, as that incontinently a general Sick- 
k ſeizeth upon him, which if not prevented, Death immediately en-

To Cure Sickneſs before it comes, or to prevent it when it comes, 


Firft, when you find it come, to let him Blood, and for three mor 
tags together to give him the Drink of Diapente, and keep him warn 
and let him faſt three houres after it, then give him a Maſh, and 
Hay after that. But in caſe Diapente is not to thea take Ce

theſe are apparent ſigns of diſtemperature and Sickneſs.

aſhon be paſt. Now for the Adminiſtring of Pills, Balls,and ſuch like 

dicines, little advice is — if they be not made too great, only 
you take torth his Tongue firſt, and then put them up into hisMouth 
dn the end of a ſtick, then let go his Tongue again, which when he 
rawsit into his Mouth. he muſt needs force the Balls down his Throat.

Obſerve in Blood-letting, that you eake not ſo much Blood from 
Colt, asan old Horſe, and but the fourth part from a mm 
you muſt likewiſe: have 'regard to his ' Age and Strength , tz 
king more or leſs, -accorCing to his Ability ot his Body. Laftly,let 
ing of Blood is cither to divert Sickneſs and preſerve Health, or tors 
freſh and cool the Spirits, or to diminiſh blosd, or to purge Greaſe and 
bad Humours. Before youlet him bleod, moderately chafe or exercikt 
him, and-let him reſt a day before his blood-letting, and three day 
after, not forgeting that April and Oftober are the two principal Sea- 
ſons for that purpoſe, unleſs urgent occaſion requires. He will bleed 
the better -it you let him drink before you blood him, conditionally 
you do not heat him. : 

When he is bleeding,put yourFinger into his Mouth, and ticklehin 
in the Roof thereof, making him chaw and moye his Chaps, and that 
will force it to ſpin forth, which when he hath bled enough, according 
t6 your Diſcretion, rub the Horſes body all over therewith, but eſpe 
cially the place where he is blooded on, for the Antient Farricrs hold 
that it is endued with a certain natural Vertue to comfort the weak 
and feeble Members ofa Horſe, and to dry up all evil Humours. And 
tie him up to the Rack for an hour or two, leſt he bleed afreſh, for 
that will turn his blood.

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The Nature of a Suppoſatory 

The Nature of Suppoſitories are to flo a Horſe that cannot well 
empty himſelf, for a Suppoſitory cauſerh him to diſcharge himſelf of 
many ſuperfuous and cvil Humours, which do diſturb, annoy, and di. 
ſtempcr his Podv with their peccant qualities and conditions, for they 
breed bad Nutriment, which oft times good Dict cannot'amend, and 
therefore muſt be ſent away by Purgation, that is toſay, by Suppolits 
ry, or Gliſter, or Portion. A Suppoſitory is but a Preparative to a 
Gliſtcr or Portion, and is of all other things the gentleſt you can ule; 
it will loo{:n te Guts, which may be bound and clogged with dry,hot, 
and hard Excxements, which a Gliſter will not ſo well do. 


The frf Suppeſirory,

To ſpeak of the moſt gentle and natural Scouring, which is Graſs, 
which you are to give but for fifteen dayes together, and no more,for at- 
ter that it Fatteth,the beſt Scouring Grals is a new Mown Meadow, for 
that will Rake his Guts very well, nor will he in ſuch a place gather 
Fleſh,but if you intend to fat him, you are to take him out from thence | 
and put him into/ſome otherPaſture,where theSithe hath not been.

1. The firſt way is tocaule him to be turned at the Halters end; by 
either hand, ſuddenly and ſwiftly, upon as hard a way as you can pick 
out; and if he have any Ach, Wrenchor Grief in his fore-parts, it 
will appear : for when he turneth uponthat hand that the Grief is on, 
he will favour that leg, and {o run both towards you and from 
eſpecially done at a little yiclding hill ; and if he have any imperſ.Q 
en, h: will ſoon ſhew it, fr r he will favour that leg wherein the Grief 
reſideth, But if you cannot find irout this way. 

2. Then your {«cond way muſt be to take his Back, and ride him til 
you have thoroughly hat him, then fet him up for two or three houres 
till he B: cold, then turn him atthe Halters end, or ride him, and you 
may eaſily diſcover the lcaſt griet that may be in him, 

3. Athird way there is; and that to know wheth-r the Grief pro: 
ceeds from a hot or cold caule,, for if it proceed from a hot cauſe, he 
will halt moſt. when he i: hot; but if it be of a cold cauſe, then will 
he halr leaſt when he is bot, and moſt ridden and travelled, and moſt 
at his fi: ſt letting forth, whileſt he is co!d, and thus much for lamench 
and Falting before, 

Now finding that his lamene's isnot before, you may then conclude, 
if he be lame at aii it miift ne+d> be bchind, and then it mult of nece{ 
ſity be cither in the foot, or in the nether loynt, in the Paſternor in 
the Leg, in the Ham or inthe Hoof, in the ſtifling place or Joynt, or 
in the Hip.]f the Grief be either in the Leg, Paſtern or Foot,you may 
know it by the ſame Signes as I haye inculcated toyou already in the 
fore-legs.'f it be inthe bending of theHam itmuſt be aSelander,!f it bz 
inthe Hoof, then it is either a Bon» or Blood-ipavin, which is cafie e- 
nough to bz diſcerned, or elſc it muſt come of ſome Blow, Wrench

CHAP. I. 
The true Art of Paring andShaoing all manner of Hoof5,and in what Point 
the Art of Shooing doth conſiſt. 
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The Art of Shooing conliſteth in theſe Points, viz. in Pairing the 
Hoof well,in making the Shoo of goodStuff,in well faſhioning the Web 
thereof,andwel piercing-the ſame,in fitting the Shoo unto tie Horſes 
Foot, in making Nailes of good ſtuth, and well faſhioning of the ſime; 
and finally, in well driving ot the {aid Nailes and cleanſing of the ſame. 
But Sith neither pairing nor ſhooing is no abſolute thing of it ſel but 
hath reſpe&t unto the Foot or Hoo: {tor the ſhoo is to befitted to the 
Foot, and not the Foot to the ſhoo)) and there be divers kinds oi Hoots 
bothgood and bad, requiring great diverſity as well of pxiring as ſhoo- 
ing z it i5 meet therefore that we ſpeak firſt of the diverſitics ot Hoofs, 
andthen ſhew you how they ought to be paired and ſhod. 

CHAP. IL. 
Of Hoof and divers kind; thereof. 

1.0f Hoofs, ſome be perfett-and fome imperfett. The perſett Hoof 
is that which is round, ſmooth, tough, and ſhort, ſo as he may rread 
more on the Toe then on the Heel, and alſo right, and fomwhat hollow 
within, dut not over-hollow, having a narrow Fruth and broad Heels.

The imperfect Hoof, is that which lacketh any of theſe properties 
before ſaid, belong ng to a perfe& Hoof.if the Hoof be not rouad but 
bro-d, and (preading out of the ſides and quarters, that Horſe tor the 
moſt part hathnarrow Hee!s, and in continuance of time, will be Pat 
Footed, which is a we-k Foot,and will not carry a ſhoo long, nor Tra- 
rel far,but ſoon ſuratc; and by'treading more on bis H cls then on bis 
Toes, will go low on his Paſterns, and ſuch Feet through their weak- 
nels be much ſubject to falle quarters, and to Gravelling, which is moſt 
commonly ſeen in Flanders *Horfes, and fych as are bred in moilt 
Grounds. d 
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Hip will be fallen lower then the other, and the fleſh to fhrink, which 
todiſcover it the fooner run him at the full length of the Rein, and! e 
will be ſure to fayour that Leg the griefis in, butif you find him to go 
upright without favouring any Leg, then take his back and ride him 
till he be warmed, and then ct hinq up till he be cold, and then lead or 
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Brittle and Rugged Hoofs. 

Secondly, if the Hoof be not ſmooth but rugged and full of Circles, 
like Ramshorns,then it is not only unſeemly unto the eye,but alloitig 
fgn that the Foot isin no good temper, but too hot and dry, and thy 
makes it to be Brittle, which defect is often ſeen.in our Engl:(b Horſe, 

Ink Hos, 

Thirdly, if it be long, then it will cauſe the Horſe to tread allupy 
the Heels, and to go low on his Paſterns, and thereby to breed Win 
Falls, whereunto the Jennets of Spain be much ſubje&, by reaſon 
their long Hoofs. Crooked Hoof. 

Fourthly, :f the Hoof he not right but crooked, vz. broad withg 
and narrow within, whereby the horſe- is ſplay Footed, then it wi 
cauſe him to tread more |nward then Outward, and to go fo cloſe wit 
his Joynts together, as he cannot well Travel without enterfering, 
perhaps ſtriking one Leg ſo hard againſt the gther, as he become 
{ame Butif he bebroad within, and narrow without, that isnot 
hurtful, notwithſtanding it will cauſe him to Gravel ſooner on thegy 
ſide then on the inſide, Flat Hoof-. 

Fifthly, If the Hoot be flat and-not hollow within, is moſt comme 
ſeen inFrezoxs and Flannders-horſes,then it breedeth ſuch inconvenie 
ces, asare before declared in the firſt imperfe&t Hoof. And agai 
if it be over-hollow, then it will dry the. faſter and cauſe him to be He 
bound, for the over-holkow Hoof, 1s a ſtreight narrow Hoof, and groy 
cth upright, for though the Horſe treadeth upright, and not on hy 
Heels, yet ſuch kind of Hoofs will dry over faſt, unlefs they he contin 
ally ſtopt, and cauſe him to be Hoof-bound,which lameth him, maki 
him to halt, whereunto the Jerners and Barbary-horſes are much ſubjed 

Broad Fruſhes. 

Sixthly, If the Fruſh be broad, then the heels be weak and ſo (oft,

roding things are commonly Precipitates, Sublimarum, Arſnick, Reſal- 
gar, Leads white and red, Copperas white and green, Verdegreaſe, Al» 
low, Viteral, Sandaracha, Chryſocolls, Origanum, Mercury, Aconitum, 
Capitelliawy, Romane, Virrial, ſhaving of Ox or Harts.horn, red Coral, 
Spunge of the Sea ſomwhat burned, Unguentum Apoſtolorum, Un- 
fuemum AE niptiacum, Unguentum Caraccum, Magiſtra,Sal-niter, Can- 
tharides, Apinm, Aqua Portis, Siclamine, Melanacardine, and many

ACauſtick is a great burner, for that being once put to the Skin,

For what cauſes Veins are to bt taken up. 


As touching taking-up of Veins,you ſhall underſtind that it is a thin 
very behoofetul,as that many time; the moſt exquiſite Farrier living 
ſhall not beable to perfett this cure, but by that way and means, or un- 
leſs ſuch Veins be either taken up,or ſome way ſtopped, which arc noxi- 
ousto the cure, by feeding the Malady with its peccant humours, r:e 
Farrier can never work by true Art. Again, Veins well taken up do 
prevent many Maladies, .whereunto many Horſes are much more pro- 

le then others are. And laſtly, the taking up of Veins cureth ſome 
diſeaſes which could otherwiſe never be —_— For the taking up ot 
the Thigh Veins ſendeth away Spavens, Splents, Curbs, Kibed heels, 
Gwelled- Le7s, Scratches, Malenders, Farcin in the Legs, and the like 
Sorances : beſid s,it cauſethall Pains, Aches, Strains, ſiffnefs in the 
Limbs, Take up the ſhackle Vcinzs, and.it preventeth the Quit 
ter-bone, Ring-bone, Swellings in the lower Joys, Founderings, c. 
Where/ore for as much as Ignorant People, whatſoever Opinion they 
may have of their ſuper-abundant skill, yettheyare very much to ſeek, 
in that they do fo much exclaim againſt taking up of Veins a5ſurdly, 
affirming it to be a great mcans of Laming of Horſes: but let them not 
miſtake themlelves, tor aſſuredly it is the beſt and only Remedy againſt 
theſe and many more Maladies, and when they ſhall have ma Frval, 
they will not be of ſo prejudicate an Opinion. | 


Of Roweling of Hor ſes,and of the uſe thereof. 


The Roweling of Horſes is ſo common amongſt our ſimple Smiths, 
that they will Rowel him for any diſeaſe almoſt. without any ſence or 
reaſon, whereby they necdlefsly torment the Horſe,and bring a Flux 
of naughty humours down to the place,which cauſes him to be lame, 
which might otherwiſe beſound. But this 1 muſt ſay of it, that if it bz 
well uſed by a skilful Farrier, it is not only commendable, but cauſes 
great good to a Horles Body and Limbs.

1: Syrups made by Infuſion are uſually made of Flowers, and of 
ſuch Flowers as ſoon loſe their colour and Rtren2th by b i ing, as Ro- 
ſes, Violets, Peach-Flowers, &c. and they are thus made. Having pick- 
ed your Flowers clean, to every pound of them add three pounds, or 
three pints ot Spring-water, (tor it is ail one) made boiling hot by the 
Fire; put them fiiſt into a pewter-Pot covered, and put the water to

CHAP. lll, Of Decoftionr. 

1- All the difference between Decottions and Syrups made by De- 
cocticn is this: Syrupsare made to keep, Decodtions only for preſent 
ue, for youcan hardly keep a Decoftion a Week at any time. 

2. Decoctions are made of Leaves, Roots, Flowers, Seeds, Fruits, 
or Parks, condufing to the cure of the diſeaſe you make them for, and 
arc made in the ſame manner as are ſhewed you in Syrups. 

3. Decoftions made with Wine, laſt longer then ſuch as are made 
with water, ;nd it you take your Decotion to cleanſe the paſſages of 
ot Urine, or open Obſtruttions, then make it with Whitc-wine, becaule 
it is more penetrating then water. 

4. They are of moſt uſe in fuch diſeaſes as lic in the paſſages of the 
boCy, as Stomach, Powels, Kidneys, Paſſages of Urine and Bladder,be- 
cauſe Deccaions pals quicker to thole places, then any other form of 
Medicines, 

5 You may ſweeten your Decottion with Sugar or any Syrup fit for 
the 6c caſton if you pleal?. 

6- If in a Decottion you boyl both Roots, Herbs, Flowers and Sceds 
to7ether, let the Roots boyl a good while, firſt becauſe they retain 
:heir vcrtue the longeſt; then the next in order by the ſame Rule, viz. 
Firſt Barks, ſecond the Herbs, third the Seeds, fourth the Flower, 
{;;th the ſpices, it you put any in, bccauſe their V ertues come ſoonelt 
Cut, 

7. All Decottions are to be kept in a Glaſs cloſe Ropped, and the 
ceoler place you keep them in, the longer they will laſt, 

Laſtly, The utual Dole given at a time is, three, four, five, ſix ounces 
according to the Ape and Strength of the horle, the ſeaſon of the year, 
the ſtrength cf the Medicine,and the quality of the Dilcalſe.

4. Compound Oyles are made of Oyl Olives, and other Simples, Ima- 
cine Herbs, Flowers, Roots, &c. : 

5. The way of making themis, having bruiſed the Herbs or Flow- 
ers you would make your Oyl of, put them inan Earthen Pot, and to 
two or three handſuls of them pour a pint of Oyl, cover the Pot with a 
Paper, and ſet it in the Sun about a Fort-night or lefs, according as the 
Sun is in hotneſs, then having warmed it very well on the Fire, prets out 
the Herbs, &c. Very hard ina Prefs, and add as many more herbs to 
the ſme oyl, being firſt bruiſed, then ſet them in the Sun as beiore, the 
oftener you repeat this, the ſtronger will your Oyl bez when it is rong 
enough for your purpoſe, boyl both herbs and oyl together till the Juice 
deconſumed, which you may ſce now by leaving its Bubling, and the 
herbs will be criſp, then ſtrain it whilft itis hot, and keep it in a Stone 
or Glaſs Veſſel for yourule. 


CHAP, V. Of Oyntments. 

1, The caſieſt way to make Oyntments is this, bruiſe thoſe Herbs, 
Mowers or Roots you would make an Oyntment of, and to two hand- 
ſulz of your bruiled Herbs, add a pound of Hogs-greaſe tried, beat them 
rery well together in a Stone-Mortar, with a Wooden Peſtle, then put 
tina Stone-pot and cover it witha Paper, and ſct it in the Sun, or ſome 
other warm place for four or five dayes, that it may melt; then take it 
outand boyl it a little, and ſtrain it whilſt it is hot, preſſing it out very 
hard, to this Greaſe add as many more Herbs bruiſed as before, and let 
them Rand in like manner as long, and boyl them as you did the former, 
ad if you think it{not ſtrong enough,do it the third time,and the fourth, 
and the fuller of Juice your Herbs are, the ſooner will your Oyntment 
te ſtrong 3 the laſt time you boyl it, boyl it till your Herbs be criſp, and 
the Juice conſumed, then ſtrain it very hard in a Preſs, and to every 
pound of Oyntment; add two ounces of Turpentine, and as much Bees- 
mx, becaule Greaf is as offenſive to Wounds as well as Oyl. AD 
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CHAP. VI. Of Plaiſters. 


1. The Greeks make their Plaiſtcrs of divers Simples, and put Me- 


tals in moſt of them, if not in all, for having reduced their Metals 


into powder, they mixed them with that fatty ſubſtance whereof the 
reſt of the plaiſter conſiſted, whilſt it was yet hor, continually Rirring 
it up and down leſtit ſhouls link to the bottom, ſo they continually ſtir 
red it till it was tiff, then they make it up into Rolls, which when 
they nced for uſe they could melt by Fire again. 

2. The Arabians made up theirs with Meal, Oyl and Fat, which 
needed net to long boiling. 

3. The Greeks Emplaiſters conſiſted of theſe Ingredients, Metals 
Stones, divers ſorts ot Earth, Feces Juice, Licoris, Sceds, Roots,Herbs, 
Excrements of Creatures, Wax, Rozin, Gums. 


CHAP. VII. Of Poxl:sſſes. | 
1. Poultiſſes are thoſe kind of things which the L2tins call Caraplaſ- 
mata, and our Vulgar Catapliſme; jt isa yery fine kind of Medicine to 
ripen Sores. 

2. They are made of herhs and roots fitted to the diſeaſe and member 
aided, i-cing chopped ſmall, and boyled in water almoſt to a Jclly, 
then by adding a little Parley-Meal, or Meal of Lupines and a little Sal- 
let-oyl, or rough {weet Suct, which 1 hold to be better, ſpread upon a 
Cloth and apply it to the gricved place.

4. You uſeno Poultifs, if you can help it that is of an healing nature, 
before you firſt have cleanſed theBody,becauſe they are tubjett to draw 
the humors to them from cyery part of the Body,
